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SELFISH VIEWS EXPRESSED BY 
LEADING SENATORS. 
MESSRS, SHERMAN, MORRILL, AND BAYARD 
OPPOSE THE BILL TO RETURN THE 
MONEY — MR. MORGAN INDIGNANT AT 
THE SENTIMENTS UTTHRED, 
Wasurneton, June §.—‘*Get all you 
can, and keep all you can get,” ought, if one 
may judge from Mr, Sherman’s argument in 
the Senate to-day, to be the motto which the 
United States Government should stitch upon 
its flag. It does not seem altogether unnat- 
ural that a Senator who would fight in the 
Senate for his personal interests along the 
Fourteenth-street road in the District of 
Columbia, would be found on the wrong side 
of a good cause, a cause which involves the 
parting with money on pure grounds of jus- 
tice and decent self-respect. When the 
Japanese Indemnity Fund bill was taken up 
to-day, Mr. Hawley, who had made a propo- 
sition to pay the Japanese the principal sum 
of about $785,000, with interest at 5 per cent., 
declared that he would not hazard the success 
of the bill, withdrew his amendment, and 
promised that he would oppose any 
other amendment that interfered with 
the success of the committee’s bill, 


Not so Mr. Morrill, who appears to be more 
economical when considering nice questions of 
international comity than he does when re- 
garding requests to build more or less neces- 
sary but always expensive public buildings at 
Montpelier and elsewhere. He pressed his 
aimendment riot Saag that this Government 
shali restore to Japan the sum paid by that na- 
tion, while depriving Japan of the earnings of 
the money of which she has been robbed. 
With-rare generosity, Mr. Morrill was willing 
to accord to Japan the principal of the in- 
demnity, because ‘‘she has been so good”? 
since that indemnity was paid. Mr. Win- 
dom, who may not be cast in a 
larger mold than Mr. Morrill, but who at 
least has broader views on this subjeet, 
expressed the hope that the bill would pass as 
it came fron the House. The money does not 
belong to us, he insisted, disagreeing with both 
Mr. Sherman and Mr. Morrill. He said to 
Mr. Morrill that if the Government had not 
held the bénds which were earning interest 
they would have been in the hands of private 
holders, who would have reaped the interest. 

Mr. Sherman did not believe that the United 
States owed Japan anything in honor or jus- 
tice, and expressed his belief that this misera- 
ble controversy would uever have arisen if, 
when the indemnity had been received from 
Japan, it had been covered into the Treasury. 
Once there, no question would have arisen 
about restoring it. England, France, and the 
Netherlands had never had any qualms of con- 
science about the payment made, and there 
appeared to the Ohio Senntor to be no reason 
why this Government should assume superior 
virtues in the matter. 

Mr. Bayard, as usual, managed to get him- 
self astride this proposition, He is for it and 
he is against it. He would be more generous 
than Mr. Sherman, and pay the principal, but 
be would not be as just as Mr. Morgan and Mr. 
Windom, and pay Japan all the money of 
which she has been deprived for 18 years. The 
proposition to pay the accumulation on the 
fund Mr. Bayard regarded as preposterous, 
**Suppose,” he suggested, ‘*we had invested 
the fund in State bonds, Southern State bonds, 
perhaps, and the principal had dwindled, 
should we then not plead that the money had 
disappeared and that wecould not pay.” It 
was a bad rule, in his estimation that could 
not work both ways. 

Mr. Morgan’s reply to Mr. Bayard was 
warm and pointed. The Senator from Ala- 
bama has made a long, patient, faithful, and 
weary fight for the Committee on Foreign 
Affairs, and has been repeatedly assailed in an 
unworthy manner by Senators who appear to 
be vindictive in their opposition. With cut- 
ting sarcasm he alluded to Mr. Bayard, *‘ the 
champion on the floor of the honor and integ- 
rity of the Nation,” as obstructing the 
bill, which rested not on a  ques- 
tion of honor so much as_ it did 
on a question of justice. It would have cost 
this emma $100,000,000 if it had at- 
tempted to open the ports of the inland Sea of 
Simonoseki by force. With a sort of righteous 
impatience Mr. Morgan declared that he would 
leave it to Senators to settle it between 
themselves whether we should hold on to this 
money or not. ‘* But,” said he, ‘‘in the name 
of God, let us not stultify ourselves by hold- 
ing on to both the money and the 
ports.” If the Senators from Vermont 
and Delaware persisted in their opposition, he 
would hope that they would never rise in their 
places in the Senate to talk about the honor of 
the United States, Taking up the Statesman’s 
Year Book, he showed that the civilization 
which we, through Commodore Perry, had 
introduced to Japan, had cost her £69,000,000 
and that the money out of which she had paid 
the indemnity had been borrowed, and at 10 
per cent., in London. It was especially galling 
to Mr. Morgan, because some of the Senators 
had suggested that we ought not to pay the 
money because Japan would not make a noise 
and strut about the matter. 

The Senator from Missouri, Mr. Cockrell, 
stirred Mr. Morgan by repeating some of the 
suggestions about a lobby, which the virtuous 
Mr, Van Wyck had made use of before, and 
Mr. Morgan resented the suggestions with 
becoming spirit. Even Mr, Sherman sym 

athized with Mr. Morgan, and expressed 

is belief that the Senate was re- 
markably free from lobby influence. Mr. 
Windom made another short speech for the 
bill, in which he declared that the opponents 
of the bill proposed to clutch, as with a death 

rip, this indemnity fund. If we kept it, 
Bead would clearly have the right to close 
the ports which were offered as an alternative 
for the fund, not to be taken with the fund.

THE COST OF PENSIONS, 
AN ESTIMATED DISBURSEMENT OF $425,- 
000,000 In THE NEXT FOUR YEARS, 

WASHINGTON, June 9.—The debate upon 
the provisions of the Legislative, Executive, 
and Judicial Appropriation bill has shed some 
light on the pension question, The committee, 
in framing the bill, have undertaken so to in- 
crease the number of clerks employed, directly 
or indirectly, on pension cases, that the claims 
will be adjudicated within three years from 
July 1, 1882. There were 268,554 of ben claims 
pending, undetermined, on April 1, and with 
the present number of clerksit would take 
eight years to dispose of them. The commit- 
tee provide in the bill for increasing the num- 
ber of clerks employed in the Pension Bureau 
from 742 to 1,559; the number in the Surgeon- 
General’s office from 257 to 766; the number in 
the Adjutant-General’s office from 423 to 590, 
and for the addition of 69 clerks in other offices 
where a small part of the work is done. The 
additional annual cost of these clerks will be 
$1,742,430, The greater part of thissum will 
be expended in the Pension Bureau, where the 
cost of clerical work will be raised from $868, - 
530 to $1,881,950, or more than doubled. It 
has been proposed by some to add a sufficient 
number of clerks to dispose of all the claims in 
one year instead of three, but it has heen 
found that no more additional clerks than 
those provided in the bill can’ work 
upon the records to advantage, because 
there is only one copy of the records which 
these clerks must examine. It was thought 
that these records might be duplicated by 
photo-lithography, but an expert declared that 
their condition would notallow this. In order 
that fraudulent claims may not be allowed, 
the committee provide for 250 special examin- 
ers, whose duty it will be to go to the homes of 
claimants and examine witnesses. Itisestimated 
that each of these agents can examine 252 
claims a year, or 63,000 a year in all. The 
Commissioner makes this startling estimate of 
the money which will be needed to satisfy 
claims for the next four years: 
Year ending June 30, 1883................ $100,000,C00 
Year ending June 30, 1884 150,000,000 
Year ending June 80, 1885 100,000,000 
Year ending June 30, 1886 75,000,000 

Total for four years -$425,000,000 


Of th‘s, more than $300,000 will be required 
for arrears, At theclose of the year 1886 
there will be about 460,000 pensioners, reauir- 
ing about $50,000,000 perannam. Up to April 
1 there had been tiled 803,562 claims, of which 
460,827 had been admitted and 74,000 rejected. 
Of the 268,554 pending on that date, 217,162 
were entitled to arrears, 

Mr. Joyce, of Vermont, made an eloquent 
speech to-day, in which he supported the Ar- 
rears of Pension act, and appealed for liberal- 
ity and justice to the soldier. Mr. Atkins, of 
Tennessee, declared that, in his opinion, 10 per 
cent. of the claims were fraudulent, and Mr. 
Cannon replied that he did nof believe that 
the fraudulent claims amounted to one-tenth 
of 1 per cent.

AFFAIRS IN FOREIGN LANDS 
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THE LATEST ASSASSINATIONS IN 
IRELAND. 

PARNELL AND BIGGAR CHARGED WITH RE- 
SPONSIBILITY FOR MR, BOURKE’S MUR- 
DER—SEVERAL FARMERS SHOT IN THE 
LEGS—THE IRISH JUDGES AND THE RE- 
PRESSION BILL. 

Lonpon, June 9.—Mr. Bourke, who was 
assassinated at Ardrahan yesterday, recently 
informed the authorities that he knew he 
would be shot, When the news of the mur- 
der reached London Mr. Bourke’s brother 
went into the lobby of the House of Com- 
mons and accused Mr. Parnell and Mr. Biggar 
of being the cause of thedeed. Three persons 
have been arrested on suspicion of having 
been implicated in the murder. 

The bullet that killed Mr, Bourke entered 
his head behind the left ear. The dragoon 
who was escorting bim received three sbots — 
one behind the right ear, another through the 
right arm and side, penetrating his heart, and 
the third through the wrist of his right hand. 
One person saw the assassins, but cannot 
identify them. Of the three men arrested, one 
is named Martin Keene and the two others 
are named Holland. One of the latter 
is an evicted tenant. The soldier’s rifle 
and Mr. Bourke’s  sixteen-repeater were 
stolen by the murderers. The Dub- 
lin Gazette to-day contains a proclamation 
offering a reward of £2,000 for information 
leading to the arrest and conviction of the 
murderers, and £1,000 for private information 
leading tothe same result; also, free pardon 
and special protection to any one not the ac- 
tual murderer, who shall give like informa- 
tion, A further reward of £500 is offered for 
information leading to the arrest and convic- 
tion of any one harboring or sheltering the 
murderers. An inquest was opened at Raha- 
sane to-day on the bodies of both the victiims, 
The jury returned a verdict of willful murder, 
The Police have found two Snider rifles on the 
mountain-side, two miles from the scene of 
the crime. 

A farmer named Brown, residing near Bal- 
lina, has been shot in the legs and seriousiy 
wounded. Similar wounds have been inflicted 
upon a farmer named East, of County Ros- 
common. A farmer named Hickey was also 
shot in the legs, near Castle Island, last even- 
ing. His wounds are dangerous. 

in the House of Commons this afternoon Sir 
William Hart Dyke, Conservative, gave no- 
tice that he would ask whether the Govern- 
ment would give assurance that they would 
not release any more ‘‘suspects’’? who were ar- 
rested on suspicion of committing murder or 
inciting thereto. 

Sir Willian Harcourt, in the debate on the 
Repression bill in the House of Commons last 
evening, consented to introduce words defining 
punishable intimidation as not general or ab- 
stract, but directed against some person or per- 
sons, 

In the House of Commons, in committee, 
this evening, Mr. James Bryce (Liberal) of- 
fered an amendment to omit the last para- 
graph of the fourth clause of the Repression 
bill. The amendment was rejected by a vote 
of 180 to 49. The paragraph in question de- 
fines the expression ‘‘ intimidation” to include 
any word spoken or act done calculated to 
put any person in fear of any injury or dan- 
ger to himself, or to any member of his 
family, or to any person in his employ- 
ment, or in fear of any injury to 
or loss of his property, business, or 
means of living. Dr. Commins (Liberal) of- 
fered an amendment to add to the paragraph 
the words ‘*‘as would justify a magistrate in 
requiring the offender to keep the peace,”’ 
This amendment also was rejected by a vote 
of 163 to 35. After some minor amendments, 
offered by Mr. Healy and Mr. Redmend, had 
been rejected, Mr. Healy proposed to report 
progress, and an acrimonious discussion en- 
sued. Sir William Harcourt consented to Mr. 
Healy’s motion, and progress was reported 
unanimously. 

Davies Castle, near Mallow, County Cork, 
was destroyed by fire last night. The fire was 
the work of an incendiary. 

DUBLIN, June 9.—In consequence of the 
statement of Mr. Gladstone in the House of 
Commons that he has received no remon- 
strance from the Irish Judges against the pro- 
visions of the Repression bill, the Judges held 
a private meeting and passed resolutions pro- 
testing against trials being held by a commis- 
sion of three Judges without juries, In order 
to avoid further misapprehension the Judges 
forwarded the resolutions to the official resi- 
dence of Mr. Gladstone. In the event of the 
bill passing with its obnoxious provisions, 
Baron Fitzgerald will resign. itis generally 
understood that when the bill passes, Mr. Wil- 
liam Jobnson, Attorney-General for Ireland, 
will be raised to the pench. 

QUEENSTOWN, June 9.—Mr. Davitt, address- 
ing a crowd before embarking for America to- 
day, said the Irish cause was to be won by a 
strong appeal to justice—not to the wild jus- 
tice of revenge. 

THE COMPLICATIONS IN EGYPT. 
THE KHEDIVE ASSURED OF THE SULTAN’S 
SUPPORT BY DERVISCH PASHA. 

Catro, June 9.—The Government has de- 
ferred the payment of half of the land tax, so 
that the fellaheen will not be forced to sell 
their crops when all the Europeans have left 
and the banks have refused to give-credit be- 
cause of the insecurity prevailing. 

Dervisch Pasha has given the Khédive the 
strongest assurances of the Sultan’s support. 
A peaceable adjustment is consequently hoped 
for, 

All the Consuls-General separately visited 
Dervisch Pasha to-day, except the representa- 
tives of England and France, who called upon 
him together. Dervisch Pasha said he hoped 
to succeed in arranging the present difficulties, 
Dervisch Pasha gave audience to the principal 
Egyptian officers, and afterward to the Presi- 
dent of the Chamber of Notables and the 
— portion of that body, also to Sultan 
Pasha. He declared that he was resolved to 
restore order, and that, if necessary to that 
end, he would himself assume the Ministry of 
War. The military party attempted to estab- 
lish a sort of espionage over Dervisch Pasha, 
but he has managed so as effectually to pre- 
vent the carrying out of their design, 

CONSTANTINOPLE, June 9.—In consequence 
of the recent threats of the military party 
against the Khédive, Lord Dufferin, the Brit- 
ish Ambassador, has suggested to Said Pasha, 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, that Dervisch 
Pasha be instructed to take measures at once 
to secure the safety of the Khédive. 

It is understood that the Porte reaffirms its 
objections to a conference. 

ALEXANDRIA, June 9.—Of the squadron, con- 
sisting of the Inflexible, Temeraire, Alexan- 
dra, and Superb, which arrived outside the 
harbor yesterday, all left in the evening except 
the Alexandra. 

Lonpon, June 9.—In the House of Lords 
this afternoon Lord Granville, Foreign Secre- 
tary, replying to Lord Salisbury, said he was 
quite sure that no portion of the fleet had 
moved from Alexandria. 

Sir Charles Dilke, Under Foreign Secretary, 
stated to-day that the Government had no ap- 

rehension for the personal safety of the 

Chédive. 

A correspondent at Cairo, commenting on 
the current surmises as to personal danger of 
the Khédive, says: ‘Every day we hear of 
the disappearance of humbler enemies of 
Arabi Pasha and of atrocities which recall 
the inquisition. Unless the Khédive can be in- 
duced to go to Alexandria, Euro pe may have 
to deplore a crime for which Jingland and 


France will be considered respor.sible.””

OFFENSES REPORTED YESTERDAY—PROCEED-

San Francisco, June 9.—A dispetch from 
San José says: ‘“*Mrs. Guadalupe Flores was as- 
sassinated on the street at Los Gatos last night. 
Her former husband, John Warsly, recently re- 
leased from the penitentiary, it is supposed mur- 
dered her in revenge for her having obtained a di- 
vorce and remarried during his incarceration.” 

CHICAGO, June 9.—A_ special dispatch from 
Neosho, Mo., states: ‘‘In the attempt by a Deputy 
Sheriff to arrest a circus proprietor for exhibiting 


at South-west City without a license, a performer 
named McBride was shot three times and killed, 
and a man named Seaborn was shot badly in the 
breast.

Hurd, a fish merchant, from Susquebanna, was 
shot and instantly killed by a tramp near Starruc- 
oa, Wayne County, Penn., yesterday. Hurd was 
driving through a forest, when a tramp, who, it is 
said, has been plundering the farmers near that 
place, stepped in front of his horse and took him 
by the head, and immediately demanded Hurd's 
money or his life, Hurd leapea from the wagon 
and started to run, when the tramp fired, the shot 
taking effect in Hurd’s back and passing througn 
his intestines. killing him instantly. The assassin 
has not yet been arrested. A farmer found Hurd’s 
body a few hours later and his horse and wagon 
where he had left them. His money and watch 
were missing. 

Co.Lumsvus, Ohio, June 9,—Elmer Gwynn 
and David Goodrich, the inmates who fired the 
Asylum for Imbecile Youth, on Nov. 18, 1881, by 
which the State lost $300,000, were to-day acquitted 
of arson on the ground of insanity at the time when 
the crime was committed.

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THE BROOKFIELD ROBBERS CAUGAT.

dered. They were taken to Kirksville, and from

The house had the 
appearance of a small armory. One of the 
robbers told where the stolen money was 
hidden, 8 miles from Brookfield, and an 
officer went to get it. accompanied 
by Frank Ward’s wife. The officers were also in- 
formed where the stolen horses could be found, 
Gov. Crittenden has telegraphed to the authorities 
at Kansas City to ascertain if any of the 
robbers are members of the old James gang, and 
this evening Prosecuting Attorney Wallace, Coun- 
ty Marshal Murphy, and Dick Little left for Brook- 
field, for the purpose of identifying them, if they 
can, 

DESTRU 'TION BY A HAIL-STORM. 

San ANTONIO, Texas, June 9.—Later ad- 


vices from Laredo confirm the previous reports 
concerning the destructive hajl-storm that recently 
visited that place. The hail, accompanied bya 
wind-storm, fell for about half an hour. Nearly 
every window in the place was broken, and the 
walis of P. S. Babcock’s new_ brick building 
were blown down, instantly killing Charles 
Munster, of Houston, and fatally injuring John 
Shea. Several houses were unroofed and a num- 
ber of persons was slightiy injured. Vegetation 
was stripped of its leaves, destroying the growing 
crops beyond reclamation. A large number of cat- 
tle was also killed, Tents used by teamsters were 
blown away and their horses and mules were scat- 
tered. Mr. Milmo, President of the Milmo National 
Bank, who was in a buggy when overtaken by the 
storm, was thrown out of the vehicle and severely 
injured. The storm came from the north-west and 
appears to have confined its ravages to the north 
side of the Rio Grande and the immediate vicinity

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PROMISE OF CORN AND WHEAT, 
WHEAT GOOD, BUT CORN BAD IN ILLINOIS— 
BETTER PROSPECTS FOR THE LATTER 
ELSEWHERE. 


CuicaGco, June 9.—The Tribune’s special 
from Springfield gives advance sheets of crop re- 
ports prepared by the Secretary of the State Board 
of Agriculture. The showing as to Winter wheat 
gives promise of an exceptionally large yield. The 
army-worm has stripped off the blades in some of 
the southern counties, but no reduction of yield is 
anticipated by wheat-growers who have had expe- 
rience with this insect. The cold rains which have 
delayed corn-planting and other farming operations 


have kept the millions of shinch-bugs in check and 
prevented them from seriously injuring the 
grain crops. In the northern part of the 
State Winter wheat promises 4 per cent. 
more than an_ average yield per acre. 
The average condition June 1 was 104 for the 
northern division, while one year ago the average 
was 63. In the central division the condition June 
1 promises 59 per cent. more wheat per acre than 
one year ago. Some of the largest wheat counties 
in the State are in this division. For the southern 
division the average condition June 1 is 1C6, 
against 49 for June 1, 1881. Only five counties in 
Southern Illinois report condition below the aver- 


age. 

Reports in detail are given from 25 counties re- 
garding acreage and eondition of corn. The ma- 
jority of these reports read about as follows: “The 
area of corn is not quite as large as last season. 
The cold, wet Spring has been unfavorable for 
corn, which has made little growth, and does not 
promise much over three-fourths of an average 

ield per acre.”’ There is an occasional report more 
avorable than the above, but the showing may be 
summarized thus: “ Acreage slightly decreased; 
condition promises 10 per cent. less than an 
average yield.”” These reports are on _ the 
whole more unfavorable than reports. re- 
ceived from the general region of corn pro- 
duction in the West. Persons whose interests 
demand that they should take keen note of prog- 
ress report that there was never so large an acre- 
age planted in the Unite States to corn in any 
former year as now, and never was the prospect 
better for a good yield per acre. The rotting of 
seed in the ground has been very small in compari- 
son with what was feared would result from the 
cold rainsof May, and the showing is generally a 
very good one, There is always some failure in the 
best of years, and the area of poor yield does not 
promise to be greater than that of 1880, which gave 
us corn enough and to spare for the disastrous 
year following. 


Str. Paut, Minn., June 9.—The semi-weekly 
crop reports to the /ioneer- Press cover all parts of 
the State except the southern tiers of counties and 
the region along the river, where grain of allsorts is 
understood to be doing extremely well. The warm 
weather of the last few days causes corn to make 
up the ground lost during the cold, wet Spring, but 
wheat in some places where the land is less high 
begins to show need of rain. Dispatches from Red 
River Valley are uniform in reporting fine 
weather and good prospects, Northern Pa- 
cific reports are fuller and more variable, 
They report good weather for wheat, but 
cool nights that retard the growth of corn. 
A_ correspondent in Northern Minnesota says: 
“Farmers say that wheat and all other grains 
promise to be a very fair crop; corn doing well re- 
gardless of late chilly nights; weather tine for all 
grains, principally for corn; one-third more acre- 
age sown this year than previous; weather warm 
past four days; siight indication of rain this morn- 
ing.’’ Another, from an important farming point, 
reports: **Weather has been warm and pieasant 
for past week; it is cloudy to-day and looks favor- 
able for rain; sige fine; farmers report 
the prospect never better for a good crop.” 
A Glyndon (Minn.) dispatch says: ‘* Crops 
showing six or eight inches, and in fine condition; 
an increase in yielding predicted of about one-fifth 
over last year; weather excellent for crops.” 
Moorhead reports: “Continued good weather fo~ 
the past 10 days; everything is further advanced 
than last season at this time, and prospects of a 
large crop favorable.”” In Dakota the weather has 
been somewhat dry, except in the Missouri Valley. 
A Spirit Wood dispatch says: ** Owing to the back- 
ward Spring grain is not very far advanced, but 
looks healthy. and the favorable condition 
of the weather now is improving it rapid- 
ly; acreage much greater than last year; 
farmers hopeful.” Jamestown reports say: 
** Weather for the last few days warm anddry. A 
rain yesterday evening was good for growing 
crops, which look exceptionally good, and farm- 
ers are much encouraged at the prospect.” On 
the other hand, a Bismarck dispatch says: 
“Weather warm, cloudy, and threatening. Co- 
pious showers throughout Barlelgh County yester- 
day did the crops much good. They now look 
wel], Prospects are very good and encour- 
aging.’’ Dispatches from points in the Minne- 
sota Valley and the south-western counties 
report warm and dry weather and corn gaining 
ground, though still somewhat backward. One 
dispatch says: ‘“‘Reports from farmers are 
very satisfactory In regard to wheat and other 
stuwall grain; the warm weather of the past few 
days Is helping corn; the weather is dry.’”’ Another 
says: ‘ Wheat growing nicely and looking well; 
corn {s a little backward and needs rain; other 
grains are looking good."’ Reports from Northern 
Iowa are still very favorable. One from Hadleys 
says: ‘* Wheat, oats, and barley looking splendid; 
farmers beginning to plow corn, which looks ex- 
eeedingly well; weather could not be more favor- 
able than it has been this week."” Others from half 
a dozen points tell the same story, except that 
some speak of the need of rain for corn.

HELPING A FAIR COUNT. 

TWO DEMOCRATIC ELECTION OFFICERS IN 
NORTH CAROLINA CONVICTED OF FRAUD. 
Ra.erioen, N, C., June 9.—One year ago, in 

the United States Court at this place, the Grand 

Jury returned atrue bill against J. H. Bell, Benja- 

min F. Parks, Napoleon B. Dickens, Moses Oppen- 

heimer, J. J. W. Mitchell, Dempsey Bryar, Jr., and 

Nathaniel M. Lockhart, all of Halifax County, for 

falsely and fraudulently failing to count the vote 

of Halifax Election Precinct, in Halifax County, for 
members of Congress. These defendants were 
put on trial yesterday before Judges Bond and 


Seymour. Mr. Robinson, the new District Attor- 
ney, and his assistant, Willis Bagley, conducted 
the prosecution. Half a dozen of the ablest Dem- 
ocratic lawyers defended the prisoners. The 
jury owas composed of seven colored 
and five white men. The white men 
are prominent Demoerats and are men 
of integrity and character. The jury was out 18 
hours, and returned a verdict of guilty as to J. H. 
Bell and Dempsey Bryan, Jr. It was in Halifax 
County that, through fraud of this charaeter, the 
Republican majority was cut down from 3,000 to 
600, and a Democratic Senator and two Repre- 
sentatives were countedin and occupied fraudu- 
lent and dishonest seats in the Legislature. Part 
of the majority counted for Thomas J. Jarvis for 
Governor was made up of the Halifax fraud. The 
verdict is a great victory fora free vote and a fair 
count in this State. Men who have hereto- 
fore been willing to commit crimes against 
the ballot to insure the fraudulent success of the 
Democratic Party will not be so willing to put their 
necks in the halter in the future. The chances are 
now good fora free vote and honest count in No- 
vember next. The prescribed penalty is a fine of 
$500 and imprisonment for not more than three 
years. There is another indictment against Demp- 
sey Bryan, Jdr., Jonas Cohen, and J. W. Cuthrell, 
Democratic Register and poll-holders of Enfield 
Precinct, in Halifax County, for falsely certifying 
the result of the Congressional eleetion at this pre- 
cinct. The vote as counted was over 600 Republi- 
can rmajority.. As returned and certified it showed 
asmall Democratic majority. This case will also 
be tried during the presentterm. The evidence 
for the prosecution is overwhelming. Judgment 
against Bell and Bryan has been reserved for a day 
or two. It is believed that both will be sent to the 
Albany Penitentiary.

The last time he came in there were only two per- 
sons in the saloon—Mr. Munzenmair and Mr. Roe- 
decker, a traveling man from Chicago. Therobber 
then went out of the front door, passed south into 
the alley, where Munzenmair’s horse and buggy 
were standing. untied the animal, and drove to the 
alley door. 
ing the door open, covered Munzenmair and Roe- 
decker with a revolver, and made them hand over 
the money in the cash drawer. The robber 
obtained a gold watch and chain from 
Munzenmair and $25 and a gold watch from Roe- 
decker. The robber then backe.: to the door, still 
covering his victims with his revolver, jumped into 
Munzenmair’s buggy, and drove off. As soon as 
they were out of range, the victims ran out, but 
were unable to follow the robber. He drove up the 
street, the horse running rapidiy. The man wasa 
stranger to the oceupants of the saloon. He was 
dressed in dark clothes and wore overails, 
The Police pursued him some distance west of 
the city, but were unable te overtake him. The 
horse and buggy were found this morning about 
three miles north-west of this city stuck fast in a 
slough and showing evidence of bad usage.

SITUATION IN THE IRON STRIKE—A PROPOSI- 
TION AT READING—THE COHOES TROUBLES. 

PirTssurRG, June 9,—There is nothing new 
to report in iron circles to-day. An unusual quiet- 
ness prevailed in all circles. New developments 
are looked for next week, it being rumored that 
two or three mills will endeavor to start with non- 
union men. The Apollo Iron-works, of Lanfman & 
Co,, and Lechburg, Armstrong & Co. will start 
one turn with non-union men on Monday. This 
announcement is made to-night, and some 


of the nervous ones look for trouble 
in that quarter. Rosena Furnace, at New Castle. 
40 miles west of here, one of the largest in the 
country, has blown out. Itis the property of the 
Brown heirs, of this city, and the reason assigned 
for the stopping is that it is to be sold about July 1. 
The Pittsburg and Lake Erie Railroad Company is 
desirous of obtaining possession of this furnace and 
mill plant for the purpose of engaging in the manu- 
facture of steel rails. The lock-out is havingits effect 
upon the iron market. To-day nails took a big 
ump. For some time nails kave been selling at 

3 25 per keg, with 10 cents off for building. To- 
day they were marked upto $38 40, net. The gen- 
eral merchant iron market stiffened in price two- 
tenths of acent per pound, and holders expect a 
raise on this price to-morrow. 

From all quarters come reports of iron-workers 
who, accepting the situation, are organizing 
fishing clubs, and propose camping out and 
taking matters easily for the Summer. The 
mills are still undergoing repairs, and several 
establishments have sent their horses out 
into the country for pasturage. The mining 
situation is also quiet. The strikers will hold a 
mass-meeting at MacDonald next Tuesday, and at 
the close of the exercises ali will go into camp 
near that place and remain,as Secretary Jones 
says, “until the striking operators are ready to 
start at the district prices.” 


ConoEs, N, Y., June 9.—William E. Thorn, 
Treasurer of the Harmony Mills, who had been ill 
for 10 days, is again at his office. It is said that he 
is now in fayor of posting notices that the works 
will not, under any circumstances, be started until 
Sept. 1. The statement is corroborated by the fact 
that alarge invoice of eotton, purchased for June 
and July delivery, has been ordered to be sold on 
its arrival at New-York. The managers seem 
anxious to obtain possession of their tenements, 
and at least 200 evictions from the 700 tenements 
owned by the company will be enforced. This 
movement, it is said, is intended to provide accom- 
modations for immigrant German and Scotch 
families desirous of coming to Cohoes. A rumor 
was current that the Harmony Company intended 
to start its mills on Monday morning under the old 
schedule of wages, with the proposed reduction 
counterbalanced by an increase of 25 per cent. in 
rents, but the report proves to beuntrue. The 
“ stay-outs” are receiving financial aid from eve 
source, and there is no wavering in their determl- 
nation to prolong indefinitely the fight, which is 
now reaching the end of its seventh week. 


CUMBERLAND, Md., June 9.—Only about 140 
of the new miners went in to-day; the others will 
go in to-morrow or Monday. A large portion of 
the roofing fell in one of the mines to-day, but no 
one was hurt. It is understood a large amount of 
money reached here to-day and was placed in the 
hands of the Relief Committee for the benefit of 
the strikers who may be in need of pecuniary aid 
or provisions and that this money was supplied 
with the understanding that it be distributed with- 
out regard to membership in the Knights of Labor 
Union. The Knights of Labor to-day issued an 
edict te all miners to remain away from the Cum- 
berland region pending a settlement of the present 
difficulties. Allis quiet in the region to-day. 


CINCINNATI, June 9.—President Jarrett, of 
the Amalgamated Association of Iron and Steel 
Workers, met with the striking workmen of the 
vicinity of this city at Covington, Ky., to-night, and, 
atter a patient hearing of the case as presented 
by the men, delivered an opinion that their strike 
was not justifiable, and that they were bound to 
continue at work, under the terms of their con- 
tract of last October with the manufacturers. The 
meeting agreed with Mr. Jarrett’s views. To-mor- 
row he will confer with the mill-owners, and it is 
confidently expected that the mills will be running 
again on Monday. 


READING, Penn., June 9.—The men who quit 
work yesterday at the pipe mill of the Reading 
Tron-works held a meeting to-day and agreed upon 
a proposition to be made to the company, as fol- 
lows: Changing from piece work to day work, 
each man to be responsible for his work; welders 
to have $5 per day, straighteners $2 50, rodmen and 
revolvers $2 20, first firemen $3, and second fire- 
men $2 perday. The men want an answer from 
the company to this proposition by Tuesday next. 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., June 9.—The workmen 
at the Bay View rolling mills and the officers of the 
company have been holding a conferenee all day, 
but no agreement has been arrived at. The indi- 
cations are that both sides are anxious to cut away 
from Pittsburg rule, and there is said to be a strong 
probability that terms will be arranged before the 
consultation is ended. 


CuricaGco, June 9.—It is said that the Iron- 
dale strikers are quarreling among themselves, the 
poor paid class of workmen complaining that those 
who get larger wages are using them to get a big 
advance. They say they are tired of strikes con- 
ducted upon such principles. 


SPRINGFIELD, IIl., June 9,—In the rolling 
mill strike here itis stated that the men are be- 
coming dissatisfied, and consider it unjust to keep 
them out longer awaiting the adjustment of differ- 
ences in other quarters. 
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CHICAGO LONGS AND SHORTS. 
SOMETHING LIKE A PANIC YESTERDAY— 
LITTLE SYMPATHY WITH THE SHORTS. 

CuicaGco, June 9,—There was something 
very like a panicin corn to-day on ’Change under 
the belief that there is a great deal of corn back in 
first hands, and that there was never before so 
large an area plantedincorn as now, and that it 
never looked better. The bears hammered the 
market hard and beat it down 2cents. They were 
assisted by unusually large receipts, from which it 
was interred that the farmers are hurrying forward 
the crop to take advantage of high prices. Grain 
started in steady, but weakened about the time 
the posting of car lots showed bigger receipts of 


corn. Wheat had weakened some previously, ow- 
ing to an idea that the longs were more anxious to 
settle and the shorts less so, but it dropped 
a little faster when corn started down hill. 
The weather was fine and crop notes favorable, 
which tended to a weakening in prices, and some 
longs unloaded very freely, while others would 
probably have done so but that they did not want 
to — prices still further by increased offerings. 
On Thursday a party sold 15,000 bushels of corn, on 
track in Kansas, at 80 and bought July here at 71, 
making 9 eentsa bushel and saving freight. To- 
day a dispatch from Council Bluffs said the condi- 
tion of the corn-fields had improved 100 per cent. 
This helped the weak element. 

The July wheat squeeze is looked upon as a big 
game of ‘‘freeze out,” and the shorts went into 
the market and oversold both No. 2 and No. 2 
Spring, for July delivery, in the face of the fact 
that the press, commission men. and everybody 
else had published to the world for weeks past 
that a combination, with almost unlimited capital 
at its back, had bought up this wheat. For this 
reason the shorts this time are getting very little 
sympathy, and, although there is some howling 
and some talk of calling a committee, it is believed 
they will eome to the conclusion that “discretion 
is the better part of valor,” and settle up with the 
combination. Since June 1 No. 2 Spring, seller 
June, has advanced 11 cents per bushel, and the 
buige, which has been greatest in the past week, 
has forced a large army of shorts to close up their 
trades. Already the proprietors 6f this deal 
have reaped a rich harvest of money, 
and the prospects favor a _ large addition 
to the crop. he new style wheat was quoted 
at $109 on the first day of the month, and to- 
day at $1 -85¢, a rise of nearly'10 cents per bushel in 
nine days. The boys who sold this wheat were 
nicely caught. They were afraid of the old July 
deal, and did not think the clique would venture 
into the new one. The betting on the receipts of 
Winter wheat in July is about ‘‘’alf and ’alf,” 
some thinking they will be farin excess of the 
clique’s expectations. The owners of the cash 
wheat here have decided to ship about 500,000 
— to Canadian millers as soon as vessels can

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EVIDENCE SHOWING THE WORE- 
INGS OF THE DEPARTMENT. 

AN ATTEMPT TO INTRODUCE RERDELL’S CON 
FESSION FAILS—THE GOVERNMENT LAW: 
YERS OVERMATCHED—BIDS AND CON- 
TRACTS PLACED BEFORE THE JURY. 


WaAsnHINeTOoN, June 9.—Very little progres 
was made by the Goverament in the star route 
trials to-day. Mr. Merrick undertook to in- 
troduce the confession of Rerdell, and failed. 
Rerdell is one of the defendants, and the story 
of his confession was told on the witness stand 
a few weeks ago in the Police Court by ex- 
Attorney-General MacVeagh, ex-Postmaster- 
General James, and Inspector Woodward. 
The indictment against him had been quashed 
for misnomer, and he had been rearrested, 
and was then on trial, the Govern- 
ment endeavoring to secure his indict- 
ment. Mr. MacVeagh was placed om 
the stand again this morning, in order that he 
might testify to this confession. Counsel for 
the defense objected, and opposed the admis 
sion of the confession with all their strength. 


It soon became apparent that in this contest 
the representatives of the Government were 
overmatched, and the court barred out the tes- 
timony, deciding that if it could be admitted 
at all i could not come in until the existence 
of a conspiracy had been proved by other evi« 
dence, 

The remainder of the session was devoted to 
the presentation of evidence to show the course 
of business in the contract office and to the in- 
troduction of the bids and contracts for the 
routes mentioned in the indictment. Counsel 
for the defense could not resist the temptation 
to oppose the admissien of even these records 
of the department, but the court did not agree 
with them on this point and promptly over- 
ruled their objections. Among the witnesses 
was James Lawrenson, who has been &n em- 
ploye of the department for more than half a 
century and has sworn in 18 Postmasters-Gen- 
eral, beginning with Cave Johnson, Mr. Law- 
renson is very old, but he took a wife last Fail, 

Those who have heard the proceedings thus 
far cannot fail to see that the defendant repre- 
sentatives have made most careful and com- 
plete preparation for their work in court. 
When they make objections they promptly 
support them by arguments elaborately pre- 
pared in advance, and byall the authorities 
and precedents which can be found, On the 
other hand, the prosecutors, who have labored 
night and day in studying and classifying the 
voluminous ‘evidence, do not seem so well 
equipped for the legal contests which frequently 
occur, This difference could be plainly seeu 
in the debate this morning over the admission 
of the Rerdell confession. Mr. Ker, who drew 
the indictments and who has been conducting 
the examination of witmesses relating to cer- 
tain fundamental matters of record, is at a 
great disadvantage because of his deafness, 
Although Col. Bliss’s opening speech strongly 
impressed the jury, one would judge from ap- 
pearances that thus far the jury has been more 
pleasantly affected by the manners of ‘the de- 
fense than by the manners of the prosecution. 
This might be expected, for the prosecution 
are dealing with stern facts in a severe 
way, while the defendants’ counsel, expert in 
protecting accused persons, pursue methods 
which tend to conciliate and appeal to the 12 
men upon whose verdict they depend. The de- 
fendants and their lawyers are by no means an 
unhappy group of men in appearance. They 
seem to enjoy the trial and to be already sure 
that the result will be in their favor. The ar- 
ray of defending lawyers deserves especial no- 
tice, for several of the 10 are men of exception- 
al ability, and the combination of legal talent 
has been skillfully made. To each has been as- 
signed his part in the general plan of defense, 
and some may not be heard until the evidence 
isallin. While their tactics before the begin- 
ning of the trial may not have been satisfac- 
tory to the public, they are now doing all that 
their clients can ask, having only the jury and 
the court in view. The prosecutors indulge in 
very little display, but rely upon the farce of 
the facts which they will produce,

THE PROCEEDINGS IN DETAIL 

WasHineton, June 9.—In the Criminal 
Court this morning, the Government called ex-At- 
torney-General MacVeagh as the first witness in 
the star route case. Mr. MacVeagh testified that 
he held the office of Attorney-General from March 
7 to Noy. 14, 1881, and had a conversation with 
Rerdell in June of that year. Mr. Merrick asked 
him to give the details of the entire conversation 
tothe best of his recollection. The defense ob- 
jected on the ground that the Witness must give 
the date of the interview to make it competent 
evidence, and for other reasons. In reply to a 


question from the court, Mr. Merrick said he ex- 
pected to prove by the witness that Rerdell had 
told witness of the existence of the combination 
and of the Dee taken by Brady and Turner in fur- 
therance of the combination. He wished to_ bring 
out the testimony, and if the court believed that 
ayers of it were not fit matter for the jury, then 

e could direct that these portions be stricken out. 
A conspiracy was a continuous thing, and the 
prosecution proposed to prove that this confession 
was made during its continuance. 

Mr. Totten denied that the evidence was com- 
petent for any purpose in this trial. The date of 
the conspiracy was placed in 1879, and this confes- 
sion was made long afterward—in June, 1881. The 
reform administration had taken possession of the 
Post Office Department before the last date. All of 
the accused had gone out of office, and if Rerdell, 
a mere clerk, tad made some sort of a statement 
at that time, for his own private ends, even accept- 
ing the showing of the Government, it was long 
after the accomplishment of the objects of the con- 
spiracy. Mr. Totten read from the statutes and 
quoted precedents in support of his position. 

Mr. Ingersoll argued that nobody would contend 
that a confession of this kind was intended to 
further the objects of the conspiracy. It was ne- 
cessary to prove the existence of a conspiracy be- 
fore trying to introduce such evidence as this. Sup- 
| oes said Mr. Ingersoll,a man should confess to 

aving stolen a horse, it would be necessary to 
prove that a horse had been stolen before accept- 
ing his confession as evidence. He read several 
cases from Barbour as being applicable to the pres- 
ent point. These cases, he said, showed positively 
that the confession must be in furtherance of the 
conspiracy to be admissible evidence. In this 
case Rerdell could not convict himself without also 
convicting some one else; for this crime of con- 
spiracy could not be committed alone, and one 
party alone could not be punished. Now, if the 
evidence was not good against Rerdell, it was not 
good against others, for it would react upon bim- 


self. 

The court said that he was of the opinion that 
one person named could be convicted for eonspira- 
ey when other persons unknown were mentioned 
in the indictment. 

Mr. Ingersoll denied the application of that rule 
in the present case, and read from the Ohio State 
reports to prove his assertion. Let the prosecution 
establish the existence of the conspiracy before 
they are allowed tosmirch the reputations of the 
other defendants in this way. 

Mr. Merrick was about to reply. when the court 
interrupted him to inquire whether he was pre- 
pared to assert that the confession was intended 
to help along the conspiracy, because if it was not, 
regardless of the other facts, it would certainly not 
be good evidence against Rerdell. 

Mr. Merrick replied that he thought that ques- 
tion could best be answered by hearing the testi- 


mony. 

Judge Wylie—But you must first prove that there 
‘Was a conspiracy. 

Acknowledging this, Mr. Merrick said that a con- 
spiracy must be proved by circumstantial evidence. 
It was not sufficient to show that the parties sat 
around a table and entered into a certain agree- 
Ment. Their acts mnst be proved also. He did 
not know what the counsel meant when hecharged 
that the Government had offered immunity and 
favors to rascals to help along theircase. If not 
mistaken, they were certainly making erroneous 
statements. e asserted that the confession was 
be best possible proof of tho existence of the con- 
spiracy. 

Judge Wylie—Ob, ro; I think you are wrong 
and ‘e contrary proposition true. 

Mr. Merrick—But the body of the dead man may 
never be found. 

Judge Wylie—You must prove that he has been 
— for along time before assuming him to be 

ead. 

Further argument followed, and the court, in 
answer to an inquiry by Mr. Merrick, replied that, 
even if he should be prepared to show tnat every 
one of the detendants had made a separate ac- 
knowledgment of having en in the con- 
spiracy, it would not be adm evidence. A 
conspiracy must be made out by circumstances. 
If this confession should prove that Rerdell met 
certain of the defendants on certain occasions, 
perhaps it would be admissible. The prosecution 
should confine their questions to the facts which 
would prove the conspiracy. This was a very im- 
portant point in the case. 
, Ingersoll—Yes, your Honor; it is the whole

another decision, and exclaimed: ‘Do you know 
where the Judge got that? Why it is from ‘Green- 
leaf on Evidence;’ it was the law even in ancient 
Rome.” [Laughter.] 

At the conclusion of Mr. Ingersoll’s argument 
the court said conspiracy was a crime which re- 

uired more than one participant. The rule of evi- 

ence was that no one person's confession could 
be used to convict another. The other rule was 
that before binding one conspirator by the state- 
ments of another there must be an agency shown, 
In this matter the conspiracy was the offense. In 
murder it is the death, and if a man should confess 
to baving murdered another it would not bind him. 
It must be first shown that the man was dead, or 
that there was a reasonable probability of his 
Geath. He was of opinion that the evidence was 
not admissible at this stage. As to the asser- 
tion of the prosecution that the jury 
must determine when the evidence was 
Buffictent to prove the existence of the conspiracy, 
it wus, be believed, wrong in principle, and in his 
Opinion the matter is entirely within the judgment 
of the court. When he was satisfied from the evi- 
dence of the existence of a conspiracy he would 
allow this testimony to be introduced, After read- 
ing several authorities, Judge Wylie concluded by 
faying that a person could only convict himself by 
a confession, and could not even do that until the 
crime was first made out. 

Mr. Merrick remarked that, of course, this de- 
cision would compel him to postpone the introduc- 
tion of the testimony he bad proposed to produce, 

Mr. MacVeagh, who had remained seated in the 
Witness stand, was then asked to identify a paper 
presented to him, but he failed to do this, and was 
allowed to step down. 

Mr. Merrick explained to the eourt that he had 
bimself believed that this evidence was not pre- 
gented at the best time, and he had only consented 
to its introduction to oblige Mr. MacVeagh and 
gg witness who were desirous of leaving th® 
city. 

Mr, Falconer was recalled by the Government, 
end continued his testimony begun yesterday, giv- 
ing figures from the departmental reports relating 
to the cost and mileage of the postal service from 
1877 up to 1881, and at the conclusion of his testi- 
mony a recess was taken. 

After recess George J. Brewer, clerk in the Con- 
tract Division of the Post Office Department, was 
placed upon the stand, and identified certain con- 
tracts and papers as being part of the official rec- 
ords of the department. Counsel for the defense 
Offered to allow all of these papers to go in at pres- 
ent as the records of the department for the pur- 
pose of saving time. They were not willing to 
acknowledge their execution and their admissibil- 
ity as evidence. Upon this understanding the 
papers were identified in buik. The witness 
then proceeded to describe the business meth- 
ods of the Contract Division, saying that 
Bfter the papers and contracts had gone 
through the hands of the different employ- 
ers, they finaliy came to him, and he filed 
them. Up tc about a rear aro he had sole charge 
of three of the packages of papers in the hands of 
the prosecution. Brady did not act upon the pa- 
pers immediately upon their presentation; some- 
times days elapsed. There were several hundred 
Df them whicn 
Brady left the service, 

Cross-examined—It was a common practice 
Which prevails at present toincrease service after 
the contract was awarded and before its execution 
Was begun. The extra month’s compensation was 
always allowed, even if the service had never been 
performed,.when service was reduced aiter the 
award. 

Redirect—Did {not remember any case where ex- 
pedcition had been ordered before the execution of 
the contract had been attempted. 

Recross—If the reduction of service is made at 
the request of the contractor, the extra month's 
compensation is neyer allowed—he is understood 
to waive his right. This concluded the examina- 
tion of the witness. 

Mr. Bliss then read to the jury the regulations of 
1873, defining the duties of the Second Assistant 
Postmaster-General, pointing out that he is solely 
responsible for the awards of contracts. 

Mr. James Lawrenson, the oldest employe in the 
postal service, was galled, and testified that he was 
B& notary public, and had sworn in Brady and Tur- 
ner and other employes. He had sworn in Cave 
Johnson as Postmaster-General. 

The court thonght that these were unimportant 
details, and the fact that he took judicial notice of 
them was suiicient to establish their existence, 
Some discussion ensued as to the necessity for 
proving the execution of the various proposals and 
contracts, the defense objecting to the reception 
of the papers because they were not mentioned in 
the indictment, and contending that their execu- 
tion must be proved. 

Mr. Merrick, replying to the court, said that 
while the contracts were not overt acts, such acts 
had been committed in their execution. 

The court said that the contracts were suflicient- 
ly described in the indictment. 

Attorney-General Brewster came into the court- 
room at this point! and seated himself;with the 
prosecution. The contracts were finally admitted, 
after some debate, and an exception noted. 

Mr. Ker then began the task of reading the con- 
tracts and proposals to the jury, taking them up in 
order, detailing the routes, the witnesses, the sure- 
ties, and other particulars. 

John B. Sleeman, Chief of the Pay Division of 
the Sixth Auditor’s office of the Treasury Depart- 
ment, was called and identified the duplicate con- 
tracts upon which payments are made. He did 
not know either J. W. Dorsey, S. W. Dorsey, H. M. 
Vaile, or Mr. Peck, but identified Messrs. Rerdeil 
and Turner. The system of payments in vogue in 
the Sixth Auditor's office was described by the 
wvitness. If there were any fines or deductions made, 
they were first taken from the sub-contractor’s 
share, and when that was insufficient the sub-con- 
tractor was wiped out, further deductions being 
made from the contractor’s portion. A contractor 
might give a draft upon the compensation due him 
sO another person, 

Cross-examined—The order for fines and deduc- 
tions emanated from the Inspection Division of the 
Second Assistant Postmaster-General’s office, and 
a statement was returned to the Auditor, who en- 
forced them. The only wayin which contractors 
could receive money from the Treasury for ser- 
vice performed was upon a warrant signed by the 
Postmaster-General; he could not get it upon a 
warrant signed by the Second Assistant Postmas- 
ter-General. 

Redirect—Miner had called upon him at his office 
in connection with contracts otherthan his own. 
Rerdell had called as Dorsey’s representative, as 
he alleged. 

Recross—Although he had seen Miner and 
Rerdeli in the office at the same time, he never 
knew of their acting together upon any one con- 
tract. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Sleeman’s testimony 
the court adjourned to Monday.

NATIONAL.CAPITAL TOPICS: 


DISCUSSING APPROPRIATIONS IN 
THE LOWER HOUSE. 
‘A BOURBON ATTACK ON THE PENSION LAWS 
—TEN PER CENT. OF FRAUD CHARGED 
IN PAYING PENSIONS—SALARIES OF 
STOREKEEPERS AND GAUGERS. 
WASHINGTON, June 9.—After the reading of 
the journal to-day, the House went into Committee 
of the Whole on the Legislative, Executive, and 
Judicial Appropriation bill, general debate being 
limited to an hourandahalf. Mr. Joyce, of Ver- 
mont, confined his remarks to a consideration of 
the pension policy of the Government, advocating 
the system of pensioning those men who were dis- 
abled in the military and naval service, and oppos- 
ing any proposition to repeal the Arrears of Pen- 
sions act. Mr. Atkins, a member of the Committee 
on Appropriations, spoke in explanation of the 
provisions of the bill, which aggregated in 
appropriations the sum of $19,727,000. This was 


$2,726,900 larger than the amount appropriated for 
the current year, but it was fair to say that a large 
part of that increase was due to the fact that the 
pending bill provided for an increased clerical 
force in the Pension Bureau, on the supposition 
that Congress would appropriate $100,000,000 for 
the payment of pensions for the next fiscal year. 
This seemed to him like putting the cart before the 
horse, and he contended that it would have been 
better for the Committee on Appropriations to 
have first brought in the Pension Appropriation 
bill for consideration. He had no disposition to 
deny pensioners their rights or their claims, but he 
argned, without intending to reflect upon the Com- 
missioner of Pensions, that there was much fraud 
existing inthe payment of pensions, and said he 
had no doubt that 10 per cent. of all the pensions 
were fraudulent. 

The bill was then read by sections for amend- 
ments, and a long discussion ensued upon a propo- 
sition made by Mr. Burrows, of Michigan, to equal- 
ize the salaries of House and Senate employes by a 
reduction in the salaries of the latter. The propo- 
sition was agreed to by a vote of 68 to 3. 

The item appropriating $2,300,000 for salaries and 
expenses of internal revenue agents and poste bol 
for fees and expenses of Gaucers, and for salaries 
of Storekeepers having been reached, Mr. White, of 
Kentucky, stated his objections thereto. He as- 
serted that the Commissioner of Internal Revenue 
was known to pay one salary to one Storekeeper 
and another to another, and at his request unani- 
mous consent was granted that the item should be 

assed over until the remainder of the bill shall 

ave been considered. 

After finishing the consideration of 40 of the 100 
pages of the bill, the committee rose. 
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STANDARD TIME FOR THE WORLD. 
MR. FLOWER’S RESOLUTION FOR AN INTER- 
NATIONAL CONFERENCE. 
Wasnineron, June 9—Mr. Belmont, to 
whom was referred the joint resolution recently 
introduced by Mr. Flower, authorizing the Presi- 
dent to call an internatienal conference to fix a 
common prime meridian for the regulation of time 
throughout the world, to-day submitted a report 
to the full committee, in whicn he says that there 
isat present no common and accepted standard 


for the computation of time for other than astro- 
nomieal purposes; that in the absence of such an 
agreement serious embarrassment is felt in the or- 
divary affairs of modern commerce, especially since 
the wide-spread extension of telegraphic communi- 
cation and railway transportation; that navigators, 
geographers, and all who have occasion to use 
charts or maps are put to the greatest incon- 
venience; that an international agreement on this 
subject is demanded more imperatively every day, 
both by science and by trade; that the United 
States Government has adopted the Greenwich 
meridian for nautical purposes by the establish- 
ment of the meteorological bureau; that a signal 
service system, with postal and other stations, ex- 
tending over nearly four years of solar time in 
North America, nas already compelled the adoption 
of the standard of 7:35 A. M. at Washington as tho 
moment for making telegraphic reports from all 
stations; and that the observations on our naval 
vessels are made at the same hour of Washington 
time. The report concludes as follows: 

* The propositions embodied in the resolutions have 
been discussed in this country and in Europe by va- 
rious commercial and scientific societies, and the 
necessity for aninternational convention is generally 
conceded. At the recent meetings in Cologne and 
Venice, the idea of holdingsuch aconvention in Wash- 
ington was very much favored. Itis obvious that the 
United States, having the greatest extent of con- 
tinuous longituatnal area of any country traversed by 
railway, postal, and telegraph lines, should take the 
initiative ina movement soimportant to science and 
the worid’s commerce.”’ 

The report was unanimously adopted by the com- 
mittee. The following isthe textof Mr. Flower's 
joint resolution; 

Be it resolved, That the President of the United 
States be authorized and requested to extend to the 
Governments of allnations In diplomatic relations 
with our own an invitation to appoint delegates to 
meet delegates from the United Statesin the City of 
Washington at such time as he may see fit to desig- 
nate, for the purpose of fixing upona meridian proper 
to be employed as acommon zero of longitude and 
standard of time-reckoning throughout the globe; and 
that the President be authorized to appoint delegates, 
not exceeding three in number, to represent the 
United States in such international conference.

When he does not take his usual 
amount of exercise, he says that it is because he 
feels lazy. Sofarfrom giving way mentally, his 
mind is bright, and he is able to argue his caso with 
considerable legal sharpness. Last evening, ina 
conversation with one of the officers, he said that 
Mr. Reed had been wrong in his recent moves in 
the case; that there is nothing that can be done 
about it now, even if the record is wrong, for it 
has been ruled upon, and the judgment completes 
it. ‘If it is wrong,” Guiteau said, ‘it has to go 
now. The question of jurisdiction has been settled, 
and there is nothing Jeft of that question. The onl 
hove is in the President; that I have told Reed, 
and have told him to goto him and let all other 
things go.”’

The fourth annual excursion given by the 

Hon. John H, Starin to the Grand Army of the Re- 

public and the veterans of the Army and Navy 

took place yesterday.

as it moved out into the stream, and was 
greeted with cheers and waving of handker- 
chiefs from the shore and passing vessels. 
Headed by the Sylvester, on the deck of which a 
band played martial music, the little squadron put 
out into the Bay, and as Governor’s Island was 
passed the big guns of the fort thundered the na- 
tional salute of 13 guns, The Syivester, with its 
party of officers, came to anchor at the island, and 
a deputation was sent to invite Gen. Hancock to 
make one of the party, The General was unable 
to accept the invitation, but he came downto the 
boat and held an impromptu reception among the 
officers, while the band played “ Hail to the 
Chiet” and the veterans cheered a hearty three 
times three. Leaving the Island, the flotilla 
steamed through Buttermilk Channel with flying 
culors and up the Hudson past the Palisades and 
pleasant residences on the river shore to Mount 
Pleasant Groye, a shaded and rocky retreat 
just above Hastings, which was. reached 
about 2 o'clock. A luncheon was served on 
board the Sylvester, after which Gen, Barnum 
proposed the health of Mr. Starin in a laudatory 
address, which was received with a round of ap- 
plause. The toast of the “Grand Army of the Re- 
public” was also drank and several short speeches 
made. At the grove a general good time was in- 
dulged in. There were swings and other sports 
for the children, pretty retreats for the lovers, and 
a photograph gallery where many of the young 
couples got their pictures taken together; also a 
refreshment booth for the vetorans, and plenty of 
tables upon which their wives spread the contents 
of their picnic baskets. Two young roughs from 
the City endeavored to introduce a ‘“sweat- 
board” onthe grounds, but they were promptly 
suppressed by officers of the National Guard. At 
about 5 o'clock the flotilla started back for the 
City.

WHETHER HE 

TLED TO A PRELIMINARY EXAMINATION. 

On Wednesday last Judge Lawrence, sitting 
in Supreme Court, Chambers, reduced from $5,000 
to $2,000 the bail of William II. Ramscar, who is 
charged with having, by neglect, caused the deaths 
of several children in a so-called charitable institu- 
tion of which he was Superintendent. He 
also directed that Ramscar should have 
a preliminary examination before a Po- 
lice magistrate. A motion was made before 
him, yesterday, to modify his order by striking out 
of it the clause directing an examination. District 
Attorney McKeon and Mr. Elbridge T. Gerry, 
President of the Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Children, appeared for the motion, and 
Col. Charles _S. Spencer opposed it, Mr. Gerry 
argued that Ramscar had pneen properly held by 
Coroner Brady to await the action of the Grand 
Jury, as the act which became operative on June 6, 
1881, empowers Coroners to so commit persons 
against whom evidence of ge has been 
found in the course of inquests. By this law, he 
urged, the former necessity to give a suspected 
persun a formal examination before a magistrate 
was done away with. 2 

Col. Spencer argued that the law of 1881 does 
not overthrow the right of a person suspected of 
having been the cause of death toa preliminary 
examination, and that it merely gives the Coro- 
ner a right to apprise the District Attorney 
immediately of the facts in the case 
in order that they may be speedily put 
before the Grand Jury, He declared that Ram- 
scar was entitled to an examination at which he 
could berepresented by counsel, and that he had 
no doubt that the result of such an inquiry would 
be the release of his client. He declared that the 
Society for the Preventionof Cruelty to Children 
was entirely too zealous in aiding to prosecute 
Ramscar for delay in procuring medical attend- 
ance fora child, delay such as was not necessarily 
eriminal, because even the most indulgent parent 
roight wait too long before summoning a physician 
for his child. 

District Attorney McKeon said he had no wish to 
joo ad Ramscar of any right, and that he would 
willingly assist him to procure a preliminary ex- 
amination if the statute of 1881 did not apparently 
standin the way. He therefore asked from the 
court an interpretation of that law. Judge Law- 
rence took the papers and said he would rendera 
decision on Monday.

RAPID TRANSIT IN WESTCHESTER. 

Ata meeting of the Railroad Committee of 
the Board of Aldermen, held yesterday, 8. E. Lyon 
urged the committee to recommend the adoption 
of the resolution confirming the report of the Rapid 
Transit Commissioners who laid out routes for 
rapid transit roads in the annexed district, The 
Suburban Rapid Transit Company, he said, were 


only waiting for the favorable action of the Com- 
mon Council to begin work at once on build- 
ing the roads. Joseph Pool, of the Second- 
Avenue Horse Railroad Company, said his com- 
any had authority to build a bridge over the Har- 
em River at Second-avenue, under an act of the 
Legislature passed in 1855, and he wished the com- 
mittee to so amend the resolution as to prevent 
the Suburban Rapid Transit Company from inter- 
fering with any rights of the Second-Avenue Com- 
any. Mr. Lyon said the matter of bridging the 
Parlem River was under the exclusive control of 
the Park Commissioners. ‘The Rapid Transit Com- 
any’s bridge would, however, probably be placed 
Rolcw Second-avenue, and the terminus on Man- 
hattan Island would be on private property, The 
committee adjourned without taking final action 


in the matter.

A VERDICT AGAINST THE CITY. 

In March, 1881, James F. Hunter was re- 
moved from the post of foreman of Engine Com- 
pany No. 87 and dismissed from the Fire Depart- 
ment by the Fire Commissioners. He brought his 
case before the Superior Court upon a writ of cer- 


tiorari, and obtained a judgment reversing the ac- 
tion of the Fire Commissioners, and_rein- 
stating bim in the post from which he 
had been removed. He then demanded salary for 
the 11 months during which he had been out 
of the service of the Fire Department. The Fire 
Commissioners refused to pay him, insisting that 
the City was relieved of responsibility to him for 
the salary by the fact that it had paid the money 
to the person who had performed the duty of fore- 
man while he was out of service. Hunter then 
sued the City in the Supreme Court. The case was 
tried yesterday, and Judge Larremore ordered a 
verdict for Hunter on the ground that the legal 
title to the office of foreman vested in him, and he 
was, therefore, entitled to the salary allotted to 
its legal occupant. The verdict rendered is for

DEATH AT THE GALLOWS 


= 
HANGING OF A NEGRO WHO MUR- 
DERED HIS SON. 

A ORIMINAL WHO WAS READY FOR DEATH 
—THE DEATH OF ARMISTEAD GRAY AT 
POWHATAN, VA.—THE BRUTAL MURDER 
OF HIS SON FOR STEALING MOLASSES, 

POWBATAN, Va., June 9.—Armistead Gray, 
colored, was hanged at noon to-day at Powhatan 

Court-house, for the murder of Lincoln Gray, his 

own son, a lad of l4years. The hanging was en- 

tirely private, in accordance with the State law, 
the only persons present being the court officers, 

physicians, and two representatives of the press, A 

crowd of negroes, numbering about 150, mostly 

women, gathered from the surrounding country, 
and remained about the jail before and during 
the execution. Everything passed off quietly. 

From the time of his conviction, in April last, 

Gray retained a calm and seemingly indifferent de- 

meanor, and not until yesterday and this morning 

did he show any signs of weakness, and then only 


by slight nervousness. He passed a quiet night, 
sleeping well, and this morning ate a hearty break- 
fast. A number of persons visited him, and In con- 
versation he gave a detailed statement of the 
manner in which he beat his son and the latter's 
death. He said he was prepared to suffer for 
what he had done, but asserted repeatedly that he 
did not intend to kill the boy. On the contrary, he 
said when he found that the boy was dead he felt 
like cutting his own throat, and was only deterred 
from so doing by the thought that if he did he 
could not go to Ged. A colored minister was with 
the condemned man for some time before his last 
moments arrived, praying with him and adminis- 
tering religious consolation, 

At 11:45 Gray was led from the cell by prison 
ofticers and conducted to an inclosure outside the 
jail, where the scaffold had been erected. He as- 
cended the platform with firm steps, and was 
placed upon the trap. The rope was then adjusted 
around hia neck and shackles were put upon his 
ankles and wrists, after which he was told he 
could say anything he wished. Gray then made 
some Tambling remarks, in the course of which he 
said God had told him he need not dread to die, and 
He had promised to take him home. He bade all 
good-bye, and said he was ready. Sheriff 
James L. Pettit then put on the black cap 
and immediately gave the signal by drop- 
ping nis handkerchief from the _ scaf- 
fold, whereupon Deputy Sheriff J. ©. Jordan 
gave asudden twitch to the lever which parted 
the double doorsof thetrap, and the wretched 
man was sentto his death bya fall of six feet, 
He remained hanging 23 minutes, but pulsation 
had ceased at the end of 11 miputes, when Dr. A. 
8. Mayo pronounced life extinct, death being 
caused by strangulation, The body was then cut 
down and placed ina pine coffin and taken to the 
woods near by and interred. Funeral services were 
conducted at the grave by the colored minister, 
and were attended by a crowd of negroes. An 
arrangement for tho sale of the body to the doctor 
was not consummated, although Gray had agreed 
to make the sale for $5. This is the first hanging 
which hastaken plece intbis county since 1862, 
when Mr. Robert Williams, a well-to-do farmer 
living on the Appomattox River, was assassinated 
by five of his own slaves. The negroes 
conspired to kill their master. and to carry out 
their intention stole a musket from the guard of 
Confederate soldiers posted at Giles’s Bridge. They 
then proceeded to Mr. Williams’s house and fired 
through a window at him. Mr. Williams, who was 
seated at supper with his family, was killed, the 
bullet passing through his body and ehattering a 
plate from which one of his daughters was eating, 
The negroes were subsequently arrested on suspl- 
clon and one of them turned State’s evidence, 
which resulted in the conviction and hanging of 
his four partnersinecrime. Another negro named 


Pooley Parker is confined in the jail here awaiting } 


trial for the murder of Edmund Broaddus, colored, 
60 years old, 

Gray was convicted at the December term of the 
Circuit Court of Powhatan County of the murder 
of his son Charles. The crime was committed in 
the early part of last September, in the neighbor- 
hood of Fine Creek Mills, in Powhatan County. 
Gray, on the cay of the tragedy, sent the boy to 
a neighboring store to get 10 cents’ worth of 
molasses. Upon his return the father discovered 
that the child had stolen some of the molasses and 
replaced it with water. As it would not mix with 
the former, the fraud was readily perceived. 
This aet of the son 50 angered the old 
man that he picked up an axe handle which was 
lyingupon the ground and struck him over the 
head with it several times, killing him almost in- 
stantly. Gray mado no effort to conceal his brutal 
crime. When arrested and charged with the mur- 
der he readily admitted it, but insisted that the boy 
had become possessed with an evil spirit and he 
was perfectly justifiable in killing him, as in no 
other way could the taint be removed. The negro 
declared that other members of his family had been 
afflicted in the same way, and he had a supersti- 
tious horror of the evils that would follow if the 
boy was not speedily put to death. Gray was com- 
mitted to the county jail. He manifested no sort 
of fear of the result of his trial nor regret for the 
commission of the crime. At the December term 
of the court the prisoner was tried and found 
guilty by a jury composed of an equal 
number of white and colored men, The evidence 
was direct, and left no other course for the jury 
but a verdict of guilty. Gray, during the trial, re- 
nained indifferent to his surroundings, and when 
asked by the coart if he had anything to say why 
the sentence of death should not be passed upon 
him, replied that he did not object to being 
hanged. ‘The prisoner was a negro of bad charac- 
ter, and was suspected of being the author of sev- 
eral capital crimes. Several years ago his wife 
died under circumstances which led the commu- 
nity in which he lived to suspect the husband of 
having poisoned her. There was not suflicient evi- 
dence against him, however, to justify his arrest. 
Several weeks ago Gray became ill, and the jail 
physician prescribed for him Fowler’s solution of 
arsenic. He left alarge quantity of this drug with 
the prisoner, with directions as to the dose, 
After leaying the prisoner, the Doctor, fearing 
that the condemned man might take enough of the 
eolution to commit suicide, returned to his cell 
and took the medicine from him and gave it to one 
ofthe Wardens of the prison. Gray intimated to 
him that this precaution was needless, as he had 
had time to have taken asuflicient quantity of the 
poison to produce death had he so desired. He 
preferred, he said, to be hanged to dying in any 
other way. Later on he refused to allow his 
case to be carried to the Supreme Court, declaring 
that he wanted to be hanged, and did not desire 
the matter to be delayed by any legal methods 
common to thecriminal practice. From first to 
last Gray manifested an anxiety forthe lawto be 
promptly carried out. During his imprisonment 
several local ministers called at the jail to see and 
talk with him about hisfuture. But Gray invariably 
declined to have anything to say, He expressed 
perfect satisfaction with himself. A few years ago 
the negro joined one of the many colored secret or 
ganizations in the region in which he lived. He said 
that he had always kept faith with the teachings of 
that and had no doubt ot his saivation. Not many 
days before his death Gray disposed of his body toa 
young physician in the neighborhood for $5. The 
money was pald to himin advance, and was laid 
out in the purchase of a’ goodly store of chewing 
tobacco, of which he was inordinately fond. 


A YOUNG MURDERER LYNCHED. 
A MOB’S QUICK WORK WITH JOHN TRIB- 
BETTS, AT PERHAM, MINN. 

Sr. Pau, Minn., June 9.—A special from 
Perham, Minn., tothe Pioneer Press, says: “ John 
Tribbetts, the boy murderer, was brought to Per- 
ham yesterday morning. He was taken off the 
train at Frazer and brought the remainder of the 
distance by carriage. Four wagon-loads of men 
started to bring him here, thinking ho was to be 
taken to Fergus Falls, but finding this wasa mis- 


take, they returned here quietly with him. He 
was brought up before Justice Rothpletz, Several 
witnesses were examined, but little was done, as the 

rinciple witnesses were at Redeye, about 20 miles 
rom here, and Marshal Pettingill went after them. 
All day people were pasherng in the streets and 
discussing the propriety of lynching the young 
fiend. Toward nightfall the sentiment became 
more pronounced, in fact, almost unanimous in 
favorof lynchlaw. A large crowd gathered around 
the jail, talking in low tones. As the hours wore 
onand nothing was done, some began to jeer at 
the threats of lynching, ana to assert that nothing 
would be done, 

“About 1 o'clock this morning the time for action 
arrived. About 20 resolute men broke through the 
surrounding crowd and began to break in the out- 
side of the jail. It offered little resistence, and 
they were soon inside. About this time a wagon 
drove up, and the impression spread that the mur- 
derer would be taken into the woods around the 
town and hanged. The lynchers found hard work 
breaking in the door of Tribbetts’s cell. The sounds 
of the blows uponit could be heard a great dis- 
tance. The crowd kept coming closer and closer, 
but were warned back in menacing tones by the 
lynchers. At last the door yielded tothe blows, 
and their victim was at their meroy. 
They took hold of him roughly, and he 
exclaimed: ‘Don’t, boys; this is too rough.’ 
‘_. —— you, you will think it rough,’ 
was the harsh answer. He was taken out, 
and the crowd expected to see him putin the 
wagon, but the latter was only a blind, and drove 
off without him. The lynchers carried him to the 
railroad track, afew rods away, and began prepara- 
tions to finish thelr gyork, A ladder had been 
provided, and was braced up against a telegraph 
pole. A rope was thrown over one of the rounds, 
placed around the neck of the murderer, 
and in a few minutes all was over. No one 
but the lynchers were allowed to come near the 
scene of the hanging. All others were warned to 
keep away, and the warning was enforced by the 
showing of revolvers. The lynchers staid long 
enough to assure themselves that life was extinct 
and then went away in different directions, Sev- 
eral persons started to follow them, but the gleam 
of pistols showed them that it was dangerous busi- 
ness. The moon had risen a slight distance and 
those who \ natured to approach saw a body stiff 
in death swaying to and fro. It was about 1:50 
o’clock when the lynchers departed. 

“ Tribbetts made a full confession last evening. 
He said he was alone in committing the deed, and 
told calmly the full story of the bloody affair. His 
story was substantially the same us the account al- 
ready putlished. He killed Washington first, who 
died instantly, but he had a desperate struggle 
with Fehrmbach. Yesterday he laughed at the 
crowd which met him on his return, but toward 
evening he become depressed, and seemed to have 
a presentment cof his fate. He sent for Father 
Buh, and was baptized into the Catho- 
lic Church, The lynehing was well done, 
and there were no. balks. The men 

‘in a auiet way. as if they had deliber- 


ately planned the affair and had everything neces- 
sary.in readiness. There.isno clue to any of th 

lynchers, and itis probable that no attempt will 
be made to find out who composed the party, as 
the sentiment is decidedly in approval of the whole 
affair. Deputy Sheriff Butler, of Otter Tail County, 
who caught Tribbetts, says he followed s pisin clus 
until he reached Bismarck, Monday evening, when 
he looked after the fugitive until all Ss 
trace was lost. The next morning he re- 
newed his search and about noon soprenpaded the 
youth at the river landing, where he had just hired 
out to work on the steamer Peninah for Pierre. 
He at first refused to recognize the officer, but 
succumbed to the law when he knew it was use- 
less to resist. After being disarmed and secured, 
he talked freely with the officer, telling all about 
his killing the surveyor, then the German, and 
robbing them; how he spent the money about 
Perham, visited Fargo, then went to Sanborn and 
hired out on a farm near there for two days, 
worked his way on different trains, alternately 
walking the track. He gave his name as 
Frank Ford. He told how he had spent $102, taken 
from his first victim. He bought a revolver for 
$26, got in with the ‘boys’ and squandered the 
remainder of the ill-gotten gains. Tribbetts says 
the gun with which he killed the surveyor was oae 
with a double barrel, and that he hid it in a hollow 
tree near the place of the murder, and that one 
barrel is loaded. He said that Fehrmbach was 
killed with the surveyor'’s pistol after a close hand- 
to-hand fight. The scars of the struggle yet show 
plainly on the villain's hands. The boy's parents 
and several brothers and sisters live near the scene 


of the murder.”

ON FIRE IN MID-OCEAN. 


THE CREW OF THE CHARGER FIGHTING THE 
FLAMES FOR THIRTEEN DAY8&, 


The ship Charger, which left Pier No, 19 
East River, with a general cargo, for San Francis- 
co on May 13, returned and anchored off Bedloe’s 
Island at an early hour yesterday morning, her 
cargo having caught fire at sea. After leaving 
Pier No. 19, the Charger anchored in the Bay 
until May 15, when she put to sea. All went 
well until the evening of the 25th, when, 
1,200 miles from port, Second Mate Lacey, 
who was in charge of the deck, discovered 


smoke issuing from the fore hatch. He immedi- 
ately took off the hatch cover and went into the 
hold to ascertain where the fire was, but the smoke 
was so densethat he was able to penetrate but a 
short distance, and his arms, hands, and neck were 
so badly burned that he was obliged to return to 
the open air. In the meantime, Capt. Merritt and 
the mate, Mr. Sullivan, who were at supper, bad 
been alarmed, and went forward, but the smoke was 
now s0 thick that it was impossible to go into the 
hold atfall. The hatches were battened down in 
order to smother the fire, the foree-pump was put 
to work, and the decks were flooded. The fire 
seemed to be under the forward portion of the 
forward house. Holes were cut in the deck bere 
and water poured down on the fire, but this 
seemed to have but little effect, as more air 
made its way through the holes to fan the 
flames. The holes were accordingly stopped 
up with plugs, every crack from which 
smoke proceeded was caulked, and the deck was 
kept flooded continually, The British ship Lorenly, 
bound from this port for Caicutta, had been 
sighted, and, observing the condition of the 
Charger, she came up andikept in company with 
the burning ship. The two vessels sailed in com- 
pany until daybreak on May 26, when the port side 
of the Charger’s deck in the forward house was 
found to be extremely hot. A hole was cut here, 
and the cargo beneath was seen to be burniag 
fiercely. <A large ge of water was poured 
down through tbis hole, checking the fire 
considerably, and the hole was then plugged up 
again. Atuoon Capt. Spencer decided to return 
to this port, and he signaled the master of the Lo- 
renly to that effect, and the two vessels parted 
company. Shortly after the Charger had gone 
about, the British bark Lennie, bound for Philadel- 
phia, was sighted. She offered her services, but 
Capt. Merritt did not require them. During the 
night and the foliowing day the erew remained at 
work on the forward bouse keeping it wet. There 


| were afew small packages of cartridges among 


the cargo, and these would explode from time to 
time with a sound like fire-crackers, while the 
smell of sulphur was quite strong on deck at times, 
Soundings showed that there were three feet of 
water in the forward hold. 

The pitch in the decks oozed from the seams, 
where the fire below was very hot. At these spots 
as fast as they appeared holes were bored, and 
water poured down until the fire there was 
checked, when each hole was tightly plugged up 
again. The wind was not very favorable, so that 
the return to port was not rapid. and the seamen 
were exhausted with fighting the flames and worx- 
ing the ship at the sametime. Some of the men 
had been alarmed by the reports of the explod- 
ing cartridges, and feared that a general explosion 
would soon follow, but most of them conducted 
themselves well during the worst of the danger. 
Discontent in the forecastle increased uatil May 
80, when the men Iaid aft and requested to speak 
with Capt. Merritt. They said that they wished to 
abandon the vessel, as they did not think shecould 
be saved. The Captain reasoned with the men. 
They did not seem mutinous, and were finaliy 
convinced that it would be best for them 
to stick by the ship. All hands went to work again 
with a will. On the Ist inst, there were evidences 
that the flames were being subdued. One cf the 
crew had attempted to go down through the for- 
ward hatch a day or two before, but he was almost 
suffocated and had to be hauled out again; but 
late on the Ist inst. it looked much more fayor- 
able, although there was_ stil! considerable 
smoke in the cabins. The men kept at 
work during the following few days, although the 
progress of the vessel was slow, owing to unfayor- 
able winds, and on the 7th the fire had been entire- 
ly extinguished. The Charger kept on her course 
toward this port, and early Thursday morning she 
was taken in tow by the ocean steam tug Joseph 
Bartram, which brought her into port about mid- 
night. Her decks forward were full of holes, 
which had been plugged carefully up, but 
otherwise she appeared all right as she lay at an- 
chor yesterday. Mr. Lacey has recovered from the 
effects of the burns which he reeeived when the 
fire was first discovered, but he still shows the 
marks quite plainly. The New-York Board of Mar- 
ine Underwriters willhave a suryey held on the 
Charger ina day ortwo. The fire is supposed to 
have originated by spontaneous combustion. The 
loss cannot be given until the burned portion of the 
cargo has been removed from the hold.

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LIVELY TIMES IN WALL-STREET. 

The bears swept everything beforo them in 
the Stock Exchange yesterday, Wall-street was 
flooded with direful rumors, and prices were 
knocked down materially.

Louisville and Nashville, Missouri Pacific, Reading, 
Wabash, and nearly the entire list of leading se- 
curities were raided and gave way more or less. 
Mr. Addison Cammack, who of late fas figured 
as the leader of the bear movements, created a sen- 
sation by appearing among the traders on the floors 
of the Exchange for the first time in months, and 
early in the day the depression was largely at- 
tributed to the prospect of a vigorous campaign 
which it was generally believed this sudden appear- 
ance of Mr. Cammack foreshadowed. But later in 
the day this idea was dispelled by the work of the 
‘rumor committee,” from whom came at first 
mysterious intimations that disaster was overhang- 
ing certain commission houses in the Street; and 
subsequently the intimations developed in bold as- 
sertions of weakness in the financial condition of 
leading firms whose names passed eurrent. It was 
deciared that a prominent German house had 
failed, and a leading Broadway firm was reported 
to be on the verge of bankruptcy and making 
strenuous efforts to save itself by a wholesale sac- 
rifice of securities through other houses. And ru- 
mors similar in tone were recited touching other 
woll-known operators. But in every instance the 
reports were met with sweeping denials. And be- 
fore the dealings for the day closed the rumors 
were generally denounced on all sides. One of the

A DEMAND FOR REPRESENTATION ON THP 
COUNTY TICKET. 

About 30 colored men met in Science Hall 
last evening. They were delegates from the va- 
rious Republican District Associations, and met 
in response to a call issuel by the Col- 
ored Republican Association. The call stated 
that the meeting was for the purpose of exchanz- 


ing views as to the advisability of the colored 
voters demanding recognition and representation 
in the make-up of the “slate” by the Republican 
Party in the coming campaign. William Freeman, 
an employe of the Surrogate’s office, presided. He 
made a speech in which he said that the negrg 
voters were the only nationality that did notobtain 
what was due them at the hands of the party man- 
agers, George Meyers, Secretary of the association, 
in a brief speech, offered the following resolutions, 
which were adopted: 

Whereas, We, the colored citizens of New-York, hav- 
ing identified ourselves with the Republican Party, 
and having served faithfully the interests of said 
party with a blind, unswerving fidelity for 12 years, 
never faltering, always reiiabie; and, 

Whereas, We have received in return for such de- 
votion only neglect, studied indifference, and a total 
lack of recognition of our services; tnerefore, be it 

Resolved, That we, the colored citizens of New-York 
City and County, representing one-fourth of the total 
colored vote of the State, do herewith remonstrate 
against such treatment, and do demand at the handg 
of the Republican Party proper recognition of our 
services. 

Resolved, That we demand from the Republican 
Party representation on the County ticket, andin the 
various departments, Municipal as well as Federal. 

Resolved, That a committee of three be appointed to 
wait upon the heads of the various departments and 
respectfully, but firmly, present the above demand 


John F. Quarles, a colored lawyer, next delivered 
anaddress. He declared that the resolutions point- 
ed in the right direction. It remained to be seer 
whether the colored voters would have the man- 
hood to carry them out. Otherwise they would 
amount to nothing. He was not going to argue 
that the colored people should desert the Repvubli- 
can Party. But it was certain that if that party 
once felt the sting of defeat as a result of its 
neglect of the claims of the colored voters 
this indifference would not occur a second time, 
Other addresses were delivered by William Lewis, 
Vice-President of the Third Assembiy District Re- 
publican Association; T. P. Hayes, and otbers.

tions will be appointed at the next meeting of the 
County Association.

AN EXECUTOR CALLED TO ACCOUNT. 

Rebecca Johnson, of Mount Vernon, West- 
chester County, died in 1865, leaving a will, of 
which ex-Judge William H. Van Cott was Ex- 
ecutor. To him was givenall her property, valued 


at about $6,000, in trust, the income to be paid to 
George Leonard during his life-time. If he died 
without leaving any heirs, the property was to ge 
to Ella and Emma M. Johnson, nieces of the 
testator and residents of Philadelphia. Mr. Leon- 
ard died in the Spring of 1981, leaving no heirs. 
Ella Johnson died about four years ago, leaving 
her property to her father, After the death of Mr. 
Leonard an application was made to Mr. Van Cott, 
the Executor, to make an accounting. He had failed 
to make an inventory of the estate, as required by 
law. The accounting, however, showed that he 
had some $3,200 in his hands, and he was instructed 
by the decree of the Surrogate to pay the money 
over to the residuary !legatees, which he failed to 
do. The case came up before Surrogate Owen T. 
Coffin, at White Plains, yesterday, upon an order 
for him to show cause why au attachment should 
not issue against the Executor for his non-compli- 
ance with the decree. The attachment was op- 
posed by P. L. McCleiian, counsel for Mr. Van Cott, 
on several grounds, among them being the fact 
that during the life-time of George Leonard thejEx- 
ecutor had invested a large part of the estate upon 
personal securities with his assent. It was claimed 
by Lawyer Shafer, of this City, that these invest: 
ments were wholly unauthorized by law and did 
not exempt the Executor trom the process of the 
court to enforce its decree to pay over the money, 
and that he conld not turn over the securities in 
satisfaction of the money due tothe residuary lega- 
tees. The affidavits introduced went to show that 
the Executor had offered to give some real estate 
securities for the money due to the legatees. The 
a reserved his decision until next Wednese 
y.

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BANCROFT'S HISTORY. 


fISTORY OF THE FORMATION OF THE CONSTITU- 
TION OF THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 
By GEORGE Baxcrorr. In 2 vols., 8vo, pp. XVi.- 
620, 50]. New-York: D, APPLETON & Co, Tese. 


The appearance of Mr. Bancroft’s two 
volumes upon the Constitution of the United 
States, some extracts from which we gave a 
few weeks ago, may be considered in some re- 
Bpects a notable event in American literature. 
Tt is, as then was said, essentially two addi- 
tional, and perhaps concluding, volumes of his 
“History of the United States,’? begun more 
than half a century ago. The long period during 
which that work has been before the reading 
public as one still unfinished and in progress 
is, so far as we remember, without precedent; 
nor is it less remarkable that for so longa 
time volume after volume of it should have 
been waited for with a patient, unabated inter- 
pst. The tenacity of its hold is a fair evidenca 
of its merit. Writers upon American history 


who were not born, or who were in their boy- | 


hood, when Bancroft began are now candi- 
dates for public appreciation in the field where 
he has labored so long and before he has 
quitted it, and yet the greenest laurel wreath 
will, no doubt, be placed to-day by 
common acclaim upon the brows of the 
venerable man four score and five years old, 
whose latest work excels in interest and value 
all that the younger men have done, and all—

Certainly we may say without hesitation that | 


should the history of the Constitution be ever 
again undertaken, it will be found that there 
is not much more, if anything, to besaid. It 
may be, indeed, that there is yet to come the

That novel treatment of the subject may 
tempt some cynic, weary of hearing of the vir- 
tues of the builders, to assail the temple. 
in the old beaten path Mr. Bancroft is not like- 
ly to be left behind. 


This work has an interest for usin another | 


way. Its author connects, as no other man 
can connect, the literature of this country in 
tne first third of the century and in the last 
third, its first distinctly marked literary 
period that is, and that of to-day, which, tak- 
ing a wider range and influence, belongs, not 
to America alone, but to the English-reading 
world. 
rather, his continued appearance, is interest- 
ing. He was the youngest of the earlier 
period as he is the oldest of the latter; asa 
high reputation waited upon his first coming, 
s0 a more brilliant recognition greets what in 
the course of nature is probably his last. 
He may almost be said to have the 
rare good fortune of listening to the 
praises of posterity, for the reputation 
that has stood the test of, in legal phrase, 
more than two lives, and receives the still 
warmer approval of a third, may be counted 
upon with reasonable certainty for posthumous 
fame. As he scratches the moss from the epi- 
taphs upon the head-stones over the graves of 


his earlier companions in literature, he may | 


read hisown. He is not left to that only con- 
solation of so many authors, who take refuge 
in the reflection that they will be better under- 
stood and appreciated when they are dead— 
though they may know nothing about it—than 
they are while living. Probably they are 
much more often mistaken than not—which 
also, happily, they will know nothing about— 
but it is nevertheless a_ beneficent ordering of 
Providence that there should be such soothing 
balm to lay upon their gaping and painful 
wounds. But infinitely fortunate is he who, 
instead of the timid promptings of hope, has 
the assurance of fruition; who may listen 
with delight to the repeated echoes from the 
future of the plaudits of the present. It is 
neither paradoxical nor extravagant to say 
that to Mr. Bancroft is given the actual enioy- 
ment of the doubie lifeof an author whose 
praise isin all men’s mouths while he lives, 
and whom fame does not let die. 

For, unquestionably, his ‘‘ History of the 
United States’’ will remain in many respects an 
authority so long as the United States has a 


history to be read. He was the firstof American | 


historians in that field of literature, which in 
itself was a great advantage. Diligence as 
well as opportunity was his, and he never 
needed to be ina hurry, No source of infor- 


mation known 40 or 50 years ago was left un- | 


explored by him, and he brought to light 
much that had been unobserved or long for- 
gotten. Contemporary authors, therefore, 
turned to his pages for knowledge not other- 
wise accessible except by weary research, and 
he became an authority. Once so recognized 
jn many books and by many writers, it will 
be hardly possible to displace him so long as 
his contemporaries are read, Nor is this con- 
fidence in him likely to be seriously shaken, 
ajthough itis not dificult to show thathe is 
often in error. In the lapse of years new 
sources of knowledge have been opened, and 
the relations of things known before have 
come to be better understood. If his knowl- 
edge, then, is sometimes at fault it may be be- 
eause the facts were covered up out of his 
reach, or if he errsin judgment it is, perhaps, 
because he had accepted without question an 
error of his time, since outgrown, as errors 
often are, without its being always easy to see 
how or why they have disappeared. 

He accepted, for example, as a hero Capt. 
John Smith, of Virginia. But he had the as- 
surance of the Captain to the length of two 
‘volumes, illustrated, that such he unquestion- 
ably was, and Mr. Bancrott was no more cred- 


ulous than the rest of the world had been for | 


200 yearsin believing him. No doubt crosses 
his mind of the truth of Smith’s romantic 
story of the saving of his life by the Virginian 
Princess, Pocahontas, ‘* Smith,’ hesays, ‘*had 
easily won the confiding fondness of the In- 
dian maiden; now the impulse of mercy 
awakened within her breast; she clung firmly 
to his neck as he bowed to receive the strokes 
of the tomahawk.”’ Itis a pity that so touch- 
{ng a romance should be spoiled; but the 
ptory, like many another of the braggart 
Captain, was, there is no reason now for doubt- 
jing, a@ monstrous lie. But this Mr. Bancroft 
could not certainly know, for much contem- 
orary testimony touching Smith and his 
time, and picking him clean of many of his 
feathers, was not known till long atter the 
publication of Mr. Bancroft’s first volume. 
To Mr. Bancroft’s history more than to any- 
thing else, perhaps, is due that profound belief 
in the gentle blood which runs—or rather, to 
use a term more befitting such a theme, 
courses—though the veins of a people where 
every body is distinguished. To be a Virginian 
is to be a gentleman of long descent. Tho 
marvel is how the breed of gentle folks was 
kept up in England after 1607. In tnat most 
charming of Thackeray’s fictions we have apic- 
ture of the ideal Virginian which, not 
De Foe, but Bancroft may have suggested. 
Nobody can deny, of course, that there was 
more human garbage from English slums and 
gutters emptied into Virginia than into any 
other colony—more perhaps than in all the 
other colonies put together. These poor wretch- 
es were sold, the women sometimes, when 
very comely, as highas a 150 pounds of tobacco 
npiece. But it is to be presumed tie air of 
Virginia did not admit of the propagation of 
thisspecies. ‘It was not the will of God,” 
Mr. Bancroft thinks, that any riff-raff of this 
sort should be ** the fathers of a progeny, born 
on the American soil, who were one day to 
assert American liberty by their eloquence and 
fefend it by their valor.” 

So in other points, better understood now 
than thev were 50 years ago, either because 
they areseen in a wider light or are made 
clearer by stronger evidence, Mr. Bancroft 
is corrected by those wno have followed him. 
He discarded the claim of western discovery by 
the Northmen. Their story, he says, ‘ rests 
on nerratives, mythological in form and obscure 
in meaning; ancient, yet not contemporary. 
* * * The intrepid mariners who colonized 
Greenland could easily have extended their 
voyages to Labrador; no clear historical evi- 
dence establishes the natural probability that 
they accomplished the passage.” This re- 
markable statement on the opening page 
ot the opening volume of the history 
can only be explained by the fact 
that the ‘‘Antiquitates Americans’”’ of Prof. 
Rafn, of Copenhagen, was not published till 
three years after Mr. Bancroft’s first volume 
appeared. He knew, indeed, ina pomaesl way 
what it was that the recently found Saga 
were said to reveal; but he knew that nobody, 
except a few Danish antiquaries, gave them 
any credence, and he probably did not think 
it worth his while to inquire further into that 
evidence which Prof. Ratn afterward collected 
into asingle volume. But no historical writer 
now, that we know of, ventures to doubt 
the authenticity and_authority of those Ico- 
landic narratives. With all their obscurites

curious anomaly in the standard history of the 
United States that the accounts of the earliest 
discovery of the country should be rejected, 
not to say sneered at, odesty of statement 
is not unbecoming even in the most learned of 
men, for no one can assume.that he has reached 
the limit of human knowledge. 

Even moieremarkabie is another instance 
of erroneous conclusion in Mr. Bancroft, and 
one where it seenis to have been rather lack of 
judgment that was at fault than lack of 
knowledge. We come in his third volume 
upon this rather astounding passage: ‘* The 
numerous mounds which have been discovered 
in thealluvial valleys of the West have by 
some been regarded as tne works of an earlier 
and more cultivated race of men, whose cities 
have been laid waste, whose language and in- 
stitutions have been destroyed or driven 
away; but the study of the structure of the 
earth strips this imposing theory of its mar- 
vels. Where imagination fashions relics of 
artificial walls, geology sees but crumbs 
of decaying sandstone, clinging like the 
remains of mortar to blocks of greenstone 
that rested on it; it discovers in parallel 
intrenchments a trou2h that subsiding waters 
have plowed through the centre of a ridge; 
ii explains the tessellated pavement to be buta 
layer of pebbles aptly joined by water; and 
on examining the mounds, and finding them 
composed of different strata of earth, ar- 
ranged horizontally to their very edge, it as- 
cribes their creation to the Power that shaped 
the globe into vales and hillocks.’’ There is 
more of it and to the same purpose; but this'is 
quite enough. The passage is almost un- 
matched in the literature of science, It 
might be printed in letters of gold upon 
the walls of the Smithsonian  Institu- 
tion as an instructive example of the 
danger of dogmatism upon questions still open 
to scientific and historical research. By what 
people the stupendous earth-works of the West 
were built is still a problem, as it probably al- 
ways wili be; butit is quite as certain that 
geology had nothing to do with them as it is 
that geology is an exact science which reveals 
to us that by natural forces the crust of the 
globe in the progress of millions of years was 
gradually developed.

| for the most part, omitted, or severely con- 


densed, the work in its main purpose would 
not have bean less complete. That the old 
methods are adhered to, however, is rather an 
assurance that age has taken nothing from the 
old confidences. Of the completeness of the 
later work there can be no question. The first 
volume is devoted to the causes which led iu- 
evitably to the formation of a new Union; the 
second to the creation and adoption of the new 
Constitution. 

It was plain enough while the war was in 
progress that if it did not succeed it would be 
for the want of sufficient power in the central 
Government; and that it might not succeed 
there was perpetual danger. When at 
however, hostilities ceased, independence was 
acknowledged, and the treaty of peace, after 
two years of weary waiting, was concluded, 
there arose a new peril. The Union might at 
any moment fall to pieces for want of cobe- 
sion in the parts. There would remain then, 
not a nation, but a loose confederacy of 13 
petty States, with divers and even opposing 
Interests, held together by no common ties 
strong enough to control the whole. If the 
peril was great in a time of war, when a com- 
mon danger wasacommon bond, it was still 
greater in a time of peace when no other 
bond had taken its place. The old confedera- 
tion was clearly a failure; how clearly

;} came near being made manifest when, but for 


the restraining hand of Washington, the Army 
might have been led as an army of rebels from 
Newburg to Philadelphia to demand of Con- 
gress a redress of the many grievances of the 
half-starved, unclothed, and penniless soldiers. 


What must have been the outcome of such a | 


| rebellion it is easy to see, for Congress was 


powerless to meet a sudden emergency; and if 
any Government had been left anywhere it 


| would only have been in the separate states, 
| each to deal with its own difficulties as best it 


could, It is as the Commander-in-Chief of the 
Army inasuccessful war that Washington is 


; more frequently held up as deserving the grat- 


itude of posterity; he is even more entitled 
to it for controlling the Army when the 
war was over. Other Generals might have 
succeeded in the war. No General ever had 
so sure a chance of taking into his own hands 
the reins of power, and drive whithersoever he 
would—to the devil or elsewhere. The Gov- 
ernment, such as there was of it, was abso- 
lutely at his mercy; the Army was ready to 
obey his lightest nod. It was here that the 
real greatness of the man was most manifest. 
It is considered a mark of bold candor, as well 
as of great insight into character to say that 
Washington was less a statesman than a sol- 
dier. We venture to say that so far as he 
was a good soldier it was because he 
possessed in an eminent degree the sound, 
practical common sense that sees the rela- 
tions of things now and foresees what they 
are likely to be in the future; and this is the 
quality of highest statesmanship. He was too 
good a man to permit himself to be influenced 
by personal ambition, and too wise a one not 
to see what it was thet the body-politic was 
sick of, and what alone could cure it. The 
doctrine of State rights—which Jefferson after- 
ward put into words, though he was afraid to 
let the world know that it was his doctrine— 
had its perfect outcome in the condition of the 
country in the years immediately sub- 
sequent to the Revolution. There was no 
nation, and under that condition of things 
it was impossible there ever should be. No- 
body saw this more plainly than Washington ; 
nobody knew better than hs what must be the 
inevitable result; it was he who averted the 
speedy renagey a by beading off the mili- 
tary mutiny at Newburg, and nobody did so 
much as he to cherish that growth of public 
opinion which at length imperatively demand- 
ed and then accomplished the better Federal 
Union and Constitution. It is impossible to 
read Mr. Bancroft’s volumes without seeing 
this. The statesmanship of the time was to 
rescue the Ship of State from the rocks and 
reefs of State rights on which she was fast 
going to pieces, bring her into harbor, and 
moor her bead and stern with stout Federal 
cables. More than of any other one man, 
this was Washington’s work, and the great 
apostle of modern Democracy, Jefferson,-: 
never gave it more than a qualified ap- 
proval. And it is instructive, not to say 
amusing, to see the mastication, degluti- 
tion, and assimilation of the Democratic 
politician by the conscientious historian in 
these volumes. Mr. Bancroft has been of that 
olitical school quite as long, and an office- 
der under it almost as continucusiy as he has 
been an author. Had these volumes been pub- 
lished when he was younger, and when he 
looked to his party for political advancement, 
the return they would have earned for him 
would have been an advancement to a politi- 
cal gibbet. Without saying that such is his in- 
tention, he here utterly tramples out, so far as 
he is concerned, the whole doctrine of State 
rights as represented by Jeffersonian Democ- 
racy, and as having any basis, historical, polit- 
ical, or philosophical, on which to rest. And yet 
for all this there is no abatement of his old ad- 
miration of Mr. Jefferson and none of his 
love for Virginia. He can hardly aliude to 
either without praise, nor see a good thing 
anywhere without giving the credit of it to 
one or the other, if not to both. A re- 
markable instance of this partiality is 
his treatment of the question of the 
North-west ordinance. Because Mr. Jef- 
ferson would have permitted  slaverv 
to get and maintain a feothold in the Territory 
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till 1800, he is disposed to give him  acwpec 
the credit of its not getting any foothold there 
at all, and because some Virginians were on 
the committee that reported the ordinance of 
1787 he is confident that they were the authors 
of its most important article. In the first case 
it rt had never occurred to Mr. Ban- 
croft that had slavery been established in that 
Territory till 1800 it would in all human 
probability have remained there as long as it 
did auywhere else and might have been both 
there and elsewhere to-day ; and in the second 
case, in his zeal to praise the Virginians on the 
committee, he quite ignores a contemporary 
letter—though it may be found in his own ap- 
pendix—from Nathan Dane, which relates pre- 
cisely how the prohibition of slavery got into 
the ordinance, when he put it there, and how 
near itcame to being left out altogether—a 
letter which settles the whole question beyond 
a peradventure if thereis any such thing as 
the law of evidence. But Mr. Barcroft is a 
man of decided opinions—it is not too 
much to say a man of strong  preju- 
aices. No man in this country has ever 
written whose writings have aroused so many 
personal controversies, It was hardly to be 
expected that these two volumes should be an 
exception to all the rest. They are none the 
less entertaining; indeed, they are rather the 
more entertaining on that account. Independ- 
ence of thought is not so common a character- 
istic of the American mind that we need ever 
regret its assertion. Though we may here and 
there hesitate to accept Mr. Bauncroft’s 
conclusions we do not therefore withhold our 
admiration for a very thorough piece of work. 
What the Constitution is, why it was made, 
and what led to the making of it isnota 
branch of knowledge with which our country- 
men are any too familiar. They have learned 
by some terrible experience what it must be if 
the United States are to continue a Nation; 
they are indebted to Mr. Bancroft for instruc- 
tion which may aid them to avoid any repeti- 
tion of that experience.

INSTALLATION OF OFFICERS AND CLOSE 
THE COMMUNICATION, 


The Masonic Grand Lodge closed its labors 
yesterday after a four days’ session. No recess 
was taken, and the business which presented itself 
was promptly disposed of without unnecessary dis- 
cussion. The proceedings were opened with prayer 
by R. W. and Rev. Charles W. Camp, Grand Chap- 
lain. and reports of committees were then ealled for. 
Grand Chaplain Webster presented the report of 
the Committee on Deceased Brethren, in which it 
was recommended that the Grand Lodge tender 
the assurance of its deep fraternal sympathy with 
their sister Grand Lodges who have sustained 
grievous losses by death, and extend fraternal con- 
dolence to the respective families of the departed 
in their bereavement. The report was adopted. 
The special committee to whom was referred 

much of the Grand Master’s address as re- 


ferred to the trouble in the First Masonic 
District, originating in the removal of R. W. 
George W. Clock from the position of District 
Deputy Grand Master, and resulting in arresting 
the warrants of Meridian Lodge, No. 91, of Islip, 
Long Island, and Southside Lodge, No. 493,of Pateh- 
ogue, madea lengthy report, in which they sus- 
tained the action of the Grand Master in removing 
Brother Clock, and in arresting the warrants of 
the lodges named, after they had adopted resolu- 
tions denouncing the action of the Grand Master 
and had proved themselves contumacious and re- 
bellious. The committee, however, recommended 
that the arrested warrants be returned to the 
lodges named when they shall haye expunged from 
their minutes the resolutions which were deemed 
disrespectiul tothe Grand Master and in opposi 
tion to his authority. The recommendations of 
the committee were adopted. 

On the recommendation 
Constitution and Laws an amendment to the 
statutes Was proposed with reference to the re- 
moval of lodges from one place to another. 
tion 20 of Articio IX, of the statutes isto be amended 
80 as to read as fe ws: **The removal of a lodge 
fromthe town, v ge, city, or portion of a city 
named in its warrant must receive the sanction of 
the Grand Lodge previous thereto and the consent 
of every lodge whose territorial jurisdiction may 
be injuriously affected by such removal.” ‘The 
amendment lies over until the next annual com 
munication for final adoption. Th 
appointed W. B. George Tuthill, a.

Charles Rh. Fitzgerald a special committes to con- 
sider and perfecta plan to facilitate the annual 
election for offic casting of the votes and the 
counting of the bs so that less time bein 
future consumed this matter.

A FIGHT WITH A BURGLAR. 

Michael Scanlon keeps a coal and wood 
store at No. 18 Cornelia-street, and is prosperous. 
Thursday night he, his wife Mary, and bis sons, 
John, aged 13, and William, aged 5, slept ina room 
between the store andthe kitchen. In the rear of 
the kitchen is a small yard, to which runs a hall- 
way from the front door. A door from Scanlon’s 
kitchen opens intothe hallway. Scanlon usually 
rises at 8 o’clock inthe morning. At 2:40 o'clock 
yesterday he lay awake in bed. A noise in the 
kitchen attracted his attention, and he saw a man 
climb from the yard into the kitchen window and 
cross the kitchen. As Scanlon left his bed the in- 
truder unlocked the door leading into the hall- 
way. Scanlon made aloud outcry, and said to his 
wife: “Mary, get up! there’s burgiars and thieves 
here,’’ and ran after the man. In tne hallway were 
three men, two of whom ran to the front door and 
escaped. Scanlon advanced on the third man, who 
was the one who entered the kitchen, and although 
he was dealt a heavy blow on the head witha 
jimmy, he seized the burglar and they rolled to the 
fioor of the hallnear the front door. While they 
were struggling the burglar opened a knife and 
stabbed Scanlon twice in the neck and twice in the 
back. His wife, who tried to aid him, and who 
called to him to let the burglar go, was slightly cut 
across the left hand. At last Mrs. Scanlon dragged 
her husband away from the burglar, and he es- 
capes, leaving a jimmy, a derby hat with a narrow 
brim, and a pair of laced gaiters. Scanlon was 
taken to his apartments,and a policeman came while 
Mrs. Scanlon was endeavoring to bind up her hus- 
band’s wounds, but the hemorrhage was so great 
that he was in danger of bleedling to death.

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AN INCORRIGIBLE THIEF. 
Caroline Reese, an old woman with snow 
white hair and dressed in a handsome suit of 
black, was srraigned before Judge Gildersleeve, in 
Part Il. of the Court of General Sessions, on two 
charges of grand larceny. The first charge was 
made by Mr. William M. Keeler, of No. 265 West 


Twenty-fifth street, in whose house she was em- 
ployed on the 3ist October last. She gave the 
highest recommendations, and was much respected 
on account of her genteel appearance and agreea- 
ble manners. She disappeared one day with $350 
worth of clothing, which she pawned in Brooklyn. 
The second complaint was preferred by Mrs. Miu- 
nie Florence, of No. 149 East Fifteenth-street, in 
Whose employment she was until the 1sth of May, 
when she disappeared with $200 worth of clothing, 
She pleaded guilty to grand larceny, and Assistant 
District Attorney Fellows, addressing the court, 
said: **This woman is the most astounding thief 
that the courts have had to deal with for years. 
In 1863 she was sentenced from this very court to five 
years in State prison, After serving that term she 
resumed her old habits of stealing, and was after- 
ward sent to the Albany Penitentiary for five years. 
She has also served terms on Blackwell's Island and 
in other prisons. Time and time again she has been 
taken in by charitable ladies, who employed her, 
and she professed the most sincere repentance, but 
just as often has she betrayed their confidence and 
stolen from her benefactors. She remains honest 
just long enough to become thoroughly acquainted 
with the ways of the house. Sheis now 66 years 
of age, and I believe that she has been a thief all 
her life.’”’ Judge Gildersleeve sentenced the old 
woman to five years in the penitentiary, and she 
retired to the prisoners’ box as calmly as if she 
were just dischargea.

People have ceased to be startled, and it 
fs useless to think of affecting the action 
of. Congress by any figures in regard to 
the cost of the Pension Arrears bill. 
But the fact is worthy of notice that accord- 
ing to the estimate of the Commissioner of 
Pensions there will be needed for the pay- 
ment of pension claims during the next 
four years exactly one-fourth of the pres- 
ent amount of the national debt. It is 
hardly necessary to repeat that, had anything 
like the true dimensions of this arrears of 
pensions benefaction been understood when 
it was under consideration, Congress never 
‘would have dared to legalize it. Now that 
it has become a fixed charge on the Treas- 
ury, the fact ought to be borne in mind 
that it amounts to more than a doubling 
of the annual interest charge on the 
public debt, and that the extravagant 
appropriations predicated on a permanently 
large surplus are being passed without ref- 
erence to this steadily increasing burden. 
The time will come when those who were 
responsible for the Pension Arrears act will 
be as anxious to explain away their connec- 
tion with it as they are now to claim credit 
for its passage. 


\ The general tone of the debate on the 
Japanese Indemnity bill in the Senate yes- 
terday was not at all bracing to those who 
are proud of being American citizens. Mr. 
SHERMAN distinguished himself by opposing 
the return of any part of the indemnity, 
principal or interest, and by expressing his 
chagrin that the money had not been cov- 
ered into the Treasury long ago and the 
temptation to send it back have been thus 
avoided. Mr. Bayarp straddled the propo- 
sition by advocating the return of the prin- 
cipal and the keeping of the interest. 
Mr. Haw ey manfully withdrew his amend- 
ment to the bill, and promised to oppose 
all motions that would put the measure 
in jeopardy. Senators Winpom and Mor- 
GAN maintained their previously taken 
ground in favor of the bill, the Alabama 
Senator showing a patriotic spirit which 
might well be imitated by the narrow-minded 
men who hang to this ill-gotten money with 
greedy tenacity. For eighteen years we 
have kept this money to which we never 
had an honest claim. It was extorted by 
British bullying, and we took our share 
humbly, and we have held to it unjustly. 
Men like Senator SHERMAN insist that we 
should keep it because we have got it. But 
not a man of all those who carp against the 
proposition to return it has ever ventured to 
say that we came honestly by the money in 
the first instance, or that we ever had any 
tight to keep it except theright of possession.

clusion of ReRDELL’s.confession cannot be 
claimed as a victory for the defense, inas- 
much as counsel for the Government intro- 
duced it at this stage of the proceedings only 
to suit the convenience of Mr. MacVgEaGcu.

AT LTS 

A negro was executed at Powhatan, Va., 
yesterday who had murdered his son for the 
theft of a fraction of 10 cents’ worth of mo- 
lasses. The murderer did not object 
to being hanged; in fact, he resisted 
all attempts to delay his sentence. 
Like the New-York murderer SrnpRaAM, 
he declined all spiritual consolation, and he 
exceeded the sang-froid of that remarkable 
person by selling his body for $5 and laying 
out the proceeds in the purchase of a 
stock of chewing tobacco. As a com- 
panion picture to this insight into the 
brutality of an essentially barbarous nature 
comes another illustration of the barbarism 
practiced in the name of humanity and 
justice. The twenty ‘resolute’ citi- 
zens of Perham, Minn., who broke 
into the jail and lynched, in an ex- 
tremely cool and business-like way, a 
youthful murderer who was awaiting the 
completion of his trial would doubt- 
less resent the imputation that they 
committed a crime more atrocious in 
character and more dangerous in_its 
consequences than that which they as- 
sumed the right to avenge. But the fact 
remains that the carrying out of the penalty 
for murder on one of a party of self-elected 
executioners would do more to create respect 
for the law in certain parts of the West than 
the hanging of half a dozen other murderers, 

The Sprague Excise bill, which awaits 
the Governor’s signature and is likely to 
receive it, is calculated, when fairly under- 
stood, to create some commotion in the 
liquor business, Its requirement of a penal 
bond of $1,000, demanding sureties to the 
amount of $2,000, and forfeitable on a 
breach of any provision of the Excise law, 
will be a very troublesome one, especially as 
bondsmen may not become surety for more 
than one liquor-dealer. This will break up the 
practice by which brewers have been able 
to appear on hundreds of the two-hundred- 
and-fifty-dollar bonds required by the exist- 
ing law from their customers, and may drive 
a good many persons who have no financial 
responsibility out of the trade. As, after 
all, the true efficacy of any Excise law con- 
sists in having a class of liquor-sellers who 
will find it more prefitable to observe 
the law than to evade it, the Sprague 
bill is obviously a step in the right 
direction. If honestly enforced it will 
greatly decrease the numbers of the 
9,000 licensed liquor-dealers in this City, 
and ought to leave no room for the existence 
of the 2,000 to 8,000 dealers who are said to 
be selling liquor without a license. It will 
certainly define with all necessary clearness 
the official responsibility of the Excise and 
Police Departments for the character and 
conduct of those who are licensed to sell 
intoxicating drinksin New-York and Brook- 
lyn. 





OPPOSED TO RAILROAD REGULA- 
TION. 

Itis unfortunate that the muddle which 
the Legislature made with the Railroad Com. 
mission bill left it in the Governor’s hands 
in such a shape that it is vulnerable to the 
attacks of the enemies of regulation in any 
form. There are features in the measure 
which it is impossible to defend. The re- 
strictions put upon the Governor’s choice of 
Commissioners furnish grounds for strong 
arguments against it and create an ap- 
prehension that it may not secure 
the objects for which a commission should 
be established. Delegating the selection of 
one member of the board virtually to the 
Anti-Monopoly League, and requiring the 
others to be taken from opposing political 
parties, instead of keeping it free from parti- 
san contentions, musthave the effect of sub- 
jecting 1ts operation to their influences under 
conditions that are a menace to its useful- 
ness. At the same time, the Governor is 
placed in a most embarrassing position. 
However sincerely he may be convinced 
that the bill ought not to become a law in its 
present form, he cannot veto it or allow it to 
expire by withholding his signature without 
being liable to a misconstruction of his mo- 
tives and laying himself open to attack for 
defeating the establishment of a commission 
after all the effort that has been expended to 
secure it. 

A hearing is to be given by the Governor 
on Tuesday next, and it is evident that the 
railroads are going to muster all the opposi- 
tion that they can array against the approval 
of the bill) The New-York Central Road 
has adopted its familiar tactics by inciting 
its favored shippers all along the line to 
organize themselves under the name of 
«* merchants, manufacturers, and producers”’ 
in opposition to the measure. These special 
rates men held a convention at Syracuse on 
Thursday and formed their organization, 
and they are to be represented at the hearing 
on Tuesday by a committee of thirty 
members. The convention adopted two 
resolutions. The first was aimed against 
the objectionable feature of the bill 
and protested in questionable syntax against 
the ‘‘ provisions which take from the pco- 
ple that sacred and inherent right of self- 
government in the appointment of one of 
these Commissioners and confers it upon 
certain local associations in the City of 
New-York, self-created and amenable to no 
executive or legislative supervision in the 
discharge of such trust.’’ This is high- 
sounding but sophistical. The same reso- 
lution had just recognized the power of the 
Legislature to ‘‘ control and regulate’ such 
‘« questions,” and itis not to be forgotton 
that the mode of appointment is prescribed 
by that body. Moreover, the actual ap- 
pointment must be made by the Governor, 
and after the Commissioners have been 
named they will be just as amenable to 
“‘ executive or legislative supervision’’ as 
if they had been chosen in some other way. 

But the real position of these ‘‘ merchants, 
manufacturers, and producers’ is defined 
in the second resolutien and in the speeches 
made before the convention. They are op- 
posed, under coercion by the Central Rail- 


railroads of the State. The assumption of 
the resolution that it is proposed to 
‘‘ageregate in the State, as such, the con- 
duct of its industries’ is absurd. The bill 
does not give to the commission any power 
over the management of the industries of the 
State. Its purpose is simply to enforce the 
legal and rightful obligations of railroad cor- 
porations to the people who have given them 
their privileges and whose interests are so 
largely affected by their conduct. The com- 
panies will be left to manage their own 
affairs, but will be required in their man- 
agement to respect the rights of others. 
Much was said in the Syracuse Convention 
about what railroads have done for the State 
and the country. This is entirely ‘‘ from 
the purpose.”” Nobody questions their 
value to the community or proposes in any 
way to interfere with their usefulness, But 
if wrongs and abuses have grown up where- 
by public and private rights are injured, the 
good that has been done in spite of these 
cannot be pleaded as a reason why such 
wrongs and abuses should not be prevented 
and the rights of the people protected. 

The assumption of the speakers in the 
convention that they are ‘‘the business men 
of the State,’”’ that they represent the people 
and the industries of the Commonwealth, 
and that the commission bill is the work of 
politicians who are seeking to injure 
**business interests’’ and to break down 
this beneficent system of railroads, was su- 
premely ridiculous. Gen. RATHBONE, as- 
suming to speak for the people, said that 
this bill was not passed because the peo- 
ple wanted it, but because both parties 
had declared in favor of it in their plat- 
forms, but he neglected to state that they so 
declared because they dared not omit the 
declaration in the face of an unmistakable 
popular demand. There can be no mistake 
about who and what the men are who con- 
stituted this Syracuse Convention, and they 
left no doubt as to their purposes. Senator 
McCarruy declared that ‘‘ we, the business 
men of the State, are not only opposed to 
this commission, but to all commissions,”’ 
and Mr. Taropore M. Pomeroy said that 
if this bill was vetoed another would be 
brought forward next year, and ‘‘ our organ- 
ization must see that it is defeated.” 

The forces arrayed against each other are 
the New-York Central Railroad, with the 
organized force of those customers who en- 
joy its special favors, and the great mass of 
the people of the State, including its busi- 
ness men who seek no favors, but demand 
equal and exact justice for all. As the mat- 
ter now stands, unsatisfactory as is the shape 
in which the bill was passed, the Governor 
must choose his side between these forces. 
If a new bill could be brought forward in 
case of a veto of this, so can the defects of 
this be cured hereafter. It is best to make 
sure of the ground which we have gained 
and rectify our position upon it rather than 
give it up and begin the weary struggle anew. 


THE CLAYION-BULWER TREATY. 
In that authoritative and judgment-day 
fashion which the English press habitually 
adopts when uttering a particularly biased 
and baseless opinion, the London Standard 
pronounces the considerations embodied in 
Mr. FRELINGHUYSEN’S dispatch of May 8 
to be ‘‘not arguments that affect 
the validity of the Clayton-Bulwer 
treaty,’? but something else which ‘‘ can 
only be regarded as local prejudice iniro- 
duced to show the strength of the motives 
which urge the United States to withdraw 
from their engagements and render it im- 
possible for their representatives to take a 
just and dispassionate view of the legal 
side of the question.’’ After this pro- 
found analysis of our motives, the English 
writer passes on to the conclusion that ‘‘the 
answer to all this rhetoric is that the treaty 
has been made and ought to be kept.” 
These views are shared by the London Nevws, 
which reminds Lord GRANVILLE that he 
ought not to forget ‘‘ that commercial, as 
well as legal and political, considerations are 
decisive against the position which Mr. 
FRELINGHUYSEN has chosen to assume.”’ 

We may as well admit at once that there 
are certain ‘‘commercial’’ and ‘‘ political’ 
considerations of a purely British nature 
which seem to stand in the way of a ready 
acceptance by her Majesty’s Government of 
the views put forth in Mr. Freiimeuvuy- 
8EN’S dispatch. But the legal interpretation 
of the treaty has nothing to do with these 
selfish interests, and it is a matter for 
further argument, and not for present arbi- 
trary decision, whether the considerations 
spoken of are not wholly fanciful and void 
of substance. The tone of these comments 
indicates that the full text of the dispatch 
has not yet been published in London. 
When it shall have been published our 
English contemporaries will be able to cor- 
rect their mistakes, They now assume that 
this Government is anxious to withdraw 
from its engagements, and that the dispatch 
of May 8 is a mass of somewhat flimsy pte- 
texts intended to pave the way to a repudia- 
tion of the treaty. The facts are that Eng- 
land has broken the agreement made with 
us in the treaty by gradually developing a 
humble settlement, under Spanish  sov- 
ereignty, in which the English  privi- 
leges were confined to a right to 
cut wood and establish saw _ mills, 
into a full-fledged colony, under British 
sovereignty, embracing a territory as large 
as Massachusetts, Connecticut, and Rhode 
Island. The treaty forbade either party to 
exercise dominion over or to fortify or col- 
onize Nicaragua, Costa Rica, the Mosquito 
coast, or any other part of Central Amer- 
ica. If the Umted States should 
seck to obtain such a foothold in 
any part of Central America as the Eng- 
lish have in British Honduras, Great Britain 
would instantly dispute her right to exercise 
dominion there. But both parties to the 
treaty must be held to an equally rigid ob- 
servance of its provisions. Great Britain 
has openly violated the agreement, and no 
well-informed diplomat or sensible person 
will venture to dispute Mr. Freine- 
HUYSEN’s declaration that the treaty is 
therefore voidable at the pleasure of the 
United States. 

But all this is merely by way of warning 
England that she cannot break the treaty 
one day and use it the next to force upon 
us the acceptance of any proposition she 
may see fit to make concerning proj- 
ects of communication across the isth- 
mus. The strength of the position 
taken by this Government lies in the inap- 
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the canal across the Isthmus of Panama, 
over which Great Britain wishes to establish 
an international protectorate. This posi- 
tion would not be in the least affected by 
the abrogation or reaffirmation of the 
treaty as it now stands, It is, and 
must remain, as we have already 
said in commenting upon the dispatch of 
May 8, an impregnable position. The first 
seven clauses of the treaty relate beyond 
question toa single, plainly specified, and 
well-understood project, viz., the con- 
struction of acanal ‘‘ between the Atlantic 
and Pacific Oceans by the way of the 
River San Juan de Nicaragua and either 
or both of the lakes of Nicaragua and 
Managua to any port or place on the Pa- 
cific Ocean.’’ More than thirty years have 
passed away. The Nicaragua Canal has 
not been constructed, and it is fair to assume 
that it never will be. This Government, 
therefore, justly and properly regards 
the provision for a joint protectorate 
to have lapsed. Any other view would be 
manifestly absurd, since it would neces- 
sarily assume the continued vitality of a 
treaty provision long after the object for 
which it was drawn up had ceased to be 
reckoned among earthly possibilities. 


Butthere is surely not the shadow of a 
reason why we should not only revive this 
extinct provision, but extend it to 
another and totally distinct undertaking 
remote from the locality designated, and to 
which it was specifically agreed that the pro- 
posed joint protectorate should be extended, 
if at all, by ‘‘treaty stipulation.”” That 
‘*stipulation”’ has not yet been made or as- 
sented to, and nothing in the Clayton-Bul- 
wer treaty or in the usual rules for the 
interpretation of treaties puts us under 
obligation to meet any overtures Great Brit- 
ain may make in that direction with greater 
readiness of assent orin any way differently 
on account of the existence of that treaty. 
We trust that her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment will not go so far as to contend 
that the people of the United States 
in the year 1850 could by a treaty then con- 
sidered favorable to their interests bind the 
people of the United States in the year 1882 
to make another treaty in terms dictated to 
them across that wide vista of years by men 
who could know nothing of the ma- 
terial and _ political interests which 
now guide our action. The exclusion of 
Great Britain from the protectorate over 
the Panama Canal is consistent with the most 
scrupulous observance on our part of both 
the living and the lapsed provisions of the 
Clayton-Bulwer treaty. Legally, the position 
this Government has taken is beyond dispute. 
Whether it is equally wise from the political 
and commercial stand-point is a question 
which is foreign to the present discus- 
sion of the Clayton-Bulwer treaty and of 
even less immediate practical interest. It is 
well to bear in mind the fact that there is as 
yet no canal to quarrel about. M. pE LeEs- 
sePs’s scheme is evidently predestined to 
dismal failure. Years must elapse before 
the two oceans can beconnected. Mean- 
while our interests will not suffer by a post- 
ponement of definite action. With the 
example of the treaty of 1850 before 
us we should take no steps which may em- 
barrass our grandchildren, who may, per- 
haps, witness the actual opening of the canal. 

INJURED INNOCENTS. 

Five or six gentlemen are now on trial in 
Washington for conspiring to defraud the 
Government. It is charged that these emi- 
nent persons, by various devices, procured 
augmentation of mail service over many 
lines of transportation, and that said in- 
crease of service was uncalled for, and that 
the work was not done in many cases. Gen- 
erally speaking, the charge against these 
estimable gentlemen is that they banded 
themselves together to cheat the Government 
in mail-carriage contracts, and that they 
were helped in their work by Gen. THomas 
J. Brapy, then Assistant Postmaster- 
General. An unbridled and licentious press 
has not only asserted that these worthy men 
are thieves and plunderers, but it has, with 
an amazing effrontery, printed a large mass 
of testimony which is designed to prove—if 
believed—that they are actually guilty of 
fraud, misrepresentation, and conspiracy, 
as aforesaid. To such an extent has this 
shameful pursuit of the mail contractors 
and their backers been carried, that many 
good people have come to the conclusion 
that nothing can save the accused persons 
but. that good-natured sympathy with all 
yobbers of the Government for which Wash- 
ington juries are so justly celebrated. 

The opening speeches of the defense, how- 
ever, should reassure the friends of the ac- 
cused, There is a fine array of lawyers on 
behalf of the admirable patriots who are 
cruelly accused of conspiring to defraud the 
Government. Each of the learned counsel, 
in his turn, gave a neat biographical sketch 
of his client, all of which was designed to 
show that it was impossible that any one of 
them could have been so base and mean as 
to conspire with another for any sinister 
purpose, It is now clear that nothing need 
be left to the alleged immoral sympathies of 
a Washington jury. The defendants in these 
cases, according to the speeches made in their 
behalf, are among our purest and best citi- 
zens, and could no more have stooped to 
dishonest practices than they could have 
availed themselves of legal quibbles when 
subsequently brought to book, in order to 
evade and postpone trialin a court of jus- 
tice. For example, Mr. Brapy’s counsel, 
with a certain statesmanlike grasp of his 
subject, depicted his client as mapping out 
great lines of mail service on the unpeopled 
plains of the far West, and tracing with his 
famous blue pencil sinuous routes across 
trackless wastes and through arid valleys, 
in order that lonely miners, desolate ranch- 
ers, and meditative ‘‘ bull-whackers” should 
be supplied with the printed pages for 
which they hungered and with letters 
from dear ones faraway. He scouted the 
idea that a man who had planned stage 
routes (at the public cost) over sandy des- 
erts, inhabited only by the predatory coyote 
and the fleeting jack-rabbit, could possibly 
have known that there was no need of mail 
service in those distant regions, or could 
have suspected that petitions asking for put- 
ting a daily mail where a monthly mail was 
once reckoned an extravagance could possi- 
bly have been based on fraud and misrepre- 
sentation. 

The learned gentleman who defended 


VILE. another of the allaged conspirators, 


took another tack. Variz, it appears, is a 
modern Cincinnatus, only that he has not 
been called from his plow except to answer 
to this infamous charge of conspiracy. 
VAILE secludes himself far from the mad- 
ding world and its wicked men on ‘‘as fine 
& farm as there is in the universe,”’ a farm 
with an orchard of 10,000 apple trees, peach 
trees innumerable, and a great herd of cat- 
tle. Could such a man, so absorbed in bu- 
colic pursuits that he could not leave his re- 
treat except to go to Washington to borrow 
money occasionally, could such a man, 
the counsel argued, be drawn aside 
from the paths of virtue and imbrue 
his hands (so to speak) in the 
baseness of ill-gotten gains? Obviously not. 
To be sure, as the counsel admitted, Miner 
and the kine-loving Vaite did engage in 
mail contracts, they having divided the star 
routes with those estimable and patriotic 
mer, the Dorsey brothers. But Mr. Var.e, 
whose pastoral, agricultural, and pomo- 
logical pursuits were eloquently described 
by his defender, must needs be an honest 
man. No person could possibly own the 
finest farm in the universe and be in daily 
contact with lowing cattle and laden fruit 
trees (except when borrowing money in 
Washington) and be a conspirator against 
the Government. 


There, too, was ex-Senator Dorsry, a 
man who, as his attorney declared, with 
tears in his voice, had shed his blood (or had 
expressed himself as ready to shed his blood) 
in defense of our imperiled Union. ‘‘ Could 
this man, who protected the Treasury in the 
war,”’ cried McSwreeny, who is known as 
“the Jumbo of the Bar,” ‘‘ could this man 
have conspired to rob the Treasury after- 
ward?’ Perish the thought! He who has 
once worn the army blue of his country’s 
military service is forever after clad in a pan- 
oply against which the arrows of slander fali 
harmless. The man who has fought, or who 
has said he would fight, for his native land is 
incapable of crime. And, if this were not 
enough to place Dorszy on a pinnacle 
above suspicion, McSwrEny engrossed the 
rapt attention of the court with a narrative 
of his client’s courtship and marriage. Was 
it possible that a man who had gone to Ver- 
mont and had there risen by his own merits 
until he married his employer’s daughter 
could conspire against the Government? 
Faced with the fact asserted by a reckless 
press that Dorsgy had been a partner with 
Peck, Miner, ADAms, and other alleged 
thieving contractors, McSweEENy explained 
that Dorsey had vainly endeavored 
to keep these misguided men from 
rushing into the mail contract busi- 
ness, and that when he found that 
they would go in, he nobly said: ‘‘ Then, if 
this is your game, I won’t desert you.” 
And he never did. He got bonds for them, 
and he did everything that a Senator and a 
patriot could do to prevent his dear friends 
from losing anything by their operations. 
That is the kind of man that Dorsey is! 
And men like this, mild in temper, bucolic 
in pursuits, generous in disposition, and 
saintly in character, are accused by a ribald 
press of conspiring to defraud the Govern- 
ment, This, then, is the reward of virtue. 

THE ITALIAN KEPUBLIVANS. 

The death of GarrBaALpr will prove an 
irreparable blow to the Italian republicans, 
Although he was absolutely incompetent as 
a political leader, his name was a tower of 
strength, and the fact that GARDBALDI called 
himself a republican was an argument which 
brought many recruits to the ‘‘ League of 
the Democracy.’? Without his name to 
conjure with, the Italian republican leaders 
will find themselves more impotent than 
ever. 

For an Italian of the present generation 
to be an aggressive republican argues either 
ignorance or want of patriotism. Under the 
monarchy Italy is united, and to overthrow 
the royal Government and to establish a re- 
public in its place would be to invite civil 
war and to break up the unity bought by so 
much blood and heroism. The nation is as 
free to-day as it could possibly be under a 
republic. It has a free press, a free Parlia- 
ment, complete religious freedom, and what 
will very soon be universal suffrage, In 
every way monarchical Italy is freer than 
republican France, It is the knowledge of 
this fact that has made all intelligent and 
patriotic Italians, with the exception of a 
few fanatics, earnest supporters of the mon- 
archy. They can see nothing to be gained 
by substituting an elective for a hereditary 
Executive, and are unwilling to run the ter- 
rible risks which such a change at the pres- 
ent time would involve. 

The Italian republicans may be divided 
into three classes. There are the earnest 
doctrinaires, of whom the venerable AURELIO 
Sarrt, the ex-Triumvir of Rome, is the most 
prominent. They closely resemble the typi- 
cal New-England reformers of the last gen- 
eration, who advocated with equal enthu- 
siasm temperance, the abolition of slavery, 
woman’s rights, and universal peace, and 
took an intense enjoyment in holding anni- 
versary meetings and passing resolutions of 
immense length and eloquence. The num- 
ber of these sincere fanatics is very small, 
but they give to the Italian republican agi- 
tation whatever of respectability it possesses, 

More numerous and much more noisy is 
the group of democratic demagogues of which 
Signor ALBERTO Marro is the leader. 
Marto was an ardent Mazzinian, who proved 
his faith by marrying an Englishwoman at 
one time pretty well known as Mazzrn1’s 
‘‘friend.’”” He was on GARIBALDI’s staff 
during the Neapolitan campaign, and, to 
judge by certain articles contributed by him 
soon afterward to an English magazine, he 
hated the Sardinian King and the Sardinian 
Army worse than he hated the Bourbons. 
Like Mazztint, Signor Marto was bitterly 
opposed to the unification of Italy under 
Vicror EMMANUEL, and was unwilling that 
the ‘‘cross-stained banner of Savoy,’’ as he 
called it, should wave over Naples. While 
he is not without a certain share of literary 
ability, Marto is a rather dull demagogue, 
who would be dangerous if he had any ca-, 
pacity as a leader and could call around, 
him more than a mere handful of followers. - 

A few old Garibaldian soldiers and the 
two elder sons of GARIBALDI are the only 
other republican chiefs of any notoriety. 
They are not men of the slightest conse- 
quence as politicians. They have proved 
themselves good soldiers, but the republican 
party is too small to fight, and it is more than 
doubtful if it will ever have an onportunity. 


to utilize the military abilities, such as they 
are, of CaNzio and MENoTTI GaRIBALDI. 
The rank and file of the party consist of 
ignorant working men, members of the In- 
ternational and admirers of the Paris Com- 
mune. They occasionally indulge in petty 
riots, but as a party capable of exercising 
any influence at the polls they are hardly 
worthy of notice 

Hitherto the republican leaders, by their 
adroit appropriation of GARIBALDI, have se- 
cured for themselves a prominence which 
they could not otherwise have obtained. The 
Government has overlooked the seditious 
and treasonable speeches and writings of 
Marto and his associates because Ganrr- 


BALDI would have regarded any attack on 


his friends as an attack on himself, and the 
republicans would have at once proclaimed 
that the royal Government was insulting 
and outraging the great Italian hero. Now 
that they can no longer shelter themselves 
behind Garrsatpr, or pretend that he is the 
leader of the Italian republican agitation, 
the democratic demagogues may not be able 
to disturb public order with impunity. 

The death of GARrBALDrI will undoubtedly 
revive all over the peninsula the feeling of 
loyalty to the Government. There will be 
a universal disposition to forget the later 
years of GARIBALDI’s life; and recollection 
and admiration will centre around the 
most brilliant part of his career—the Neapol- 
itan campaign. At that time GarrpaLpr 
was thoroughly loyal to the King, whom he 
was proud to call his friend. He refused to 
listen to the schemes of Mazzrnt, and every- 
where maintained that only the monarchy 
could unite Italy. Patriotism and loyalty 
to the gallant and honest Italian King will 
be stimulated by the remembrance that the 
greatest hero of the century was a loyal sup- 
porter of the monarchy in the days of his 
greatness. Henceforth the Italian republi- 
can party is as insignificant as the Muratists, 
and GARIBALBI’s death will consolidate the 
throne wkich his life had so great a share in 
building. 


ODD FOREIGN TALES. 
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An anecdote of Bismarck that is 30 years 
old has come to light in Germany in a new book 
on “ Prussia at the Diet.”” Bismarck, in 1853, was 
sent to Darmstadt to smooth over certain differ- 
ences that had arisen in the Diet between Prussia 
and that State. The Grand Duke, on his arrival, 
remarked that he preferred to receive only such 
diplomatists as would abstain from asking ques- 
tions which it was not politic to answer. Bis- 
marck’s prompt reply was that, “as a rule, diplo- 
matists were paid for carrying their questions far 
enough to dispense with replies.” 


Thomas A. Smythe, whose age is 36, and 
who passed in a certain quarter of London for a 
surgeon, has been tried for manslaughter and found 
guilty. He had noright to eall himself a regular 
medical man, but on the door of his house he had 
a plate bearing his name and the word “ surgeon.” 
It appears that an old gentleman named Campbell, 
a clergyman of the Chureh of England, suffered 
from a cancer of the tongue and consulted Smythe 
under the belief that he was an authorized prac- 
titioner. Smythe operated upon the cancer, the 
patient died, and surviving friends brought the 
suit on the grounds of “ gross negligence and inat- 
tention to dangerous symptoms.” 


Poor André Gill’s relapse is a bad one, and 
the hopes inspired by his recent discharge as cured, 
that he might permanently recover, have been se- 
riously dashed to the ground. All the money col- 
lected for him at the Cluny Theatre benefithe has 
lavished in strange ways, and in various country 
places he has wandered aimlessly and vainly about, 
frightening the peasantry. Once arrested, he after- 
ward escaped and no one could tell where he was. 
Everything in his apartments he destroyed, even 
to the canvases he had painted. All the present 
trouble is attributed to the failure of the critics 
to praise extravagantly his new picture, ‘‘The 
Madman.” On the day previous to his departure 
from Paris he wrote a letter that was sane enough. 


City officials at Avignon have been subjected 
to a most mortifying indignity through the silly do- 
ings of a practical joker. M.de Maly, the Minis- 
ter of Agriculture, had been invited by the Prefect 
to a quiet dinner, at which were to be presenta lim- 
ited number of local celebrities. The joker in 
question conceived the brilliant idea of having 
printed some 300 cards of invitation precisely like 
the genuine ones and sending them out to May- 
ors, Judges, and other officials in various parts of 
France. When the day of the dinner arrived, 
crowds of these good gentlemen presented them- 
selves at the Prefect’s door, there first to learn of 
the outrage, and to find a dinner where best they 
could. Practical jokes are sometimes funny: and 
sometimes extremely stupid and mean. 


The Hindus and Mohammedans of India, as 
is weil known, hate each other with such hatred as 
only religion can inspire. In this fact lies one of 
the greatest sources of power in the English rule 
and assurances for its perpetuity. <A recent riot at 
Goriatum, near Vellore, gives an excellent exam- 
ple of this hatred. Some of the Hindus there were 
about to celebrate a certain feast, and saw fit to 
adopt the disguises that are used by the followers 
of the Prophet at the Mobarram. By this simple 
trespass they inflamed the Mohammedans with 
righteous wrath, which vented itself in setting fire 
to buildings and attacking the persons of the 
Hindus, Before the riot ended, several lives were 
lost and many arrests had been made by the troopa 
called out to quell the disturbance. 


From Bombay comes a story of disgraceful 
doings by soldiers in her Majesty’s Army. Bya 
guard selected from his own corps, a prisoner was 
being escorted to acertaintown. When they ar- 
rived atan inn where good whisky abounded, 
the entire party, including the prisoner, became 
thoroughly and lamentably drunk. A free ficht 
ensued in the open couztry, in which the prisoner 
was run through with a bayonet, so that his sub- 
sequent death is reported. Proceeding on toward 
Peshawur, the soldiers then espied a station-master 
carrying the mails. They called upon him to “ halt 
in the Queen’s name,” which he promptly declined 
todo. Loading their guns with balls, the men 
thereupon fired at the station-master, ‘but fortu- 
nately they were too drunk te take good aim, and 
he escaped uninjured. All the men have been 
eommitted for trial in the chief court. 


Annie Sanderson, who lives near White- 
haven, in England, and is 9 years old, has been suf- 
fering from a queer hallucination. She told the 
neighbors that she had found in an out-of-the-way 
place the body of a child having a large hole in the 
side of the neck and anail driven into the hand. 
She added that she had taken off her pinafore, 
wrapped the body in it, and taken it to a Mrs. Cur- 
ley, with whom she had been living. Mrs. Curley, 
she said, took the remains to two houses, near by, 
and finally left it with a man named Scearn, re- 
turning the pinafore to its owner. Police officers 
were called upon to investigate the child’s tale. 
Mrs. Curley denied that she knew anytning about 
the circumstances. Scoarn also denied knowing 
anything of them, and others did thesame. Annie’s 
pinafore was examined and no marks or stains 
were found uponit. Hence, the conclusion is that 
the girl suffered unmistakably from a hallucina- 
tion. 


The neighborhood of the Benedictine Mon- 
astery of Solesmes, in France, is agitated by a 
grave religious scandal. A tew weeks ago a Sub- 
Prefect of one of the near towns entered the de- 
serted building (the monks were recently expelled 
from it) in company with a lady, two other friends, 
andtwo dogs. The ceils, cloisters, chapel, and crypt. 
in which are many interesting works, were all 
visited in the course of about one hour. Now, it is 
known that the Benedictines are very sewere in 
their orders against admitting women to their 
monasteries, and that in 1869 Pope Pius IX. issued 
an edict threatening with excommunication aay 
woman who should enter a building inhabited by 
male religious orders and any other person whe 
should take a woman into such an edifice. Hence, 


the Abbé af Solesmes has written to the Sub-Pre-_ 


fect that he and his lady friend are duly and for- 
mally excommunicated. He intends now to lodge 
acomplaint against him for violation of a domicile 
which has not been confiscated by the State. 


In the breast of a certain owl not far from 
Plymouth in England, the maternal instinct is some- 
thing remarkably strong and unrelenting, as a 
savage fight she recently had with two men 
abundantly shows. Neara farmer’s house in an 
elm tree lived this owl with her mate and a numer- 
ous family of young ones, After a time, the 
parents preyed so frequently and disastrously upon 
the farmer’s chickens in the yard near by that twa 
of the farmer’s sons resolved to get rid of them, 
One of the sons climbed the elm tree and captured 
two of the young owls, which he had kept some days, 
when, on showing one of them toa friend in the 
yard, the mother swooped down upon him and in- 
flicted, with her bill, a severe blow upon his head. 
He dropped the young bird at once and with a 
stick attacked the mother, but to little purpose, 
for she wounded him in one eye so severely that he 
had to withdraw from the field, and will probably 
lose the sight of his eye. Near by, at the time, was 
the wounded young man’s father, who thereupon 
killed the two young birds, when both he and the 
other son were immediately attacked by the 
mother owl, and both were wounded badly in the 
neck before the fight was over.

AMUSEMENTS. 
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MME. MATERNA’S CONCERT. 

One of the mest numerous and distinguished 
audiences ever assembled at a concert was present 
last night at the Academy of Music to hear Mme. 
Materna. It is a matter of local musical history 
that at the late unfortunate Musical Festival this 
eminent artist disappointed the public. There is 
no doubt of the fact that she persistently sang out 
of tune at the Festival concerts, and it seemed a 
question beyond the ken of the best judges how 
she nad achieved her reputation in Germany 
as the interpreter of Wagner’s music. Her 
performance last night distinctly demon- 
strated, however, that Wagner showed his 
knowledge of the art of singing when he 
selected Mme. Materna for his grand rdéles, and 
further set at rest the doubts that were generally 
expressed as to her ability. She was in superb 
voice. Her tones were full and rich and her deliv- 
ery and phrasing were perfect examples of the best 
results of the nighest musical cultivation. Any one 
who went expecting to hear her as she sang at the 
Festival must have been surprised, and no one in 
the audience left without the desire to hear hez 
again, and with the regret that{this was the final 
appearance in this country of a great artist. In the 
aria from Wagner’s “ Rienzi,” (a work which 
Wagner himself thinks unworthy but which is in 
fact one of his best,) Mme. Materna gave a 
notable instance of her knowledge of the singer’s 
art. The audience refused to allow her to merely 
bow her acknowledgments of their applause, and 
after some delay the aria was repeated in superb 
style. The song “ Meine Boten,”’ by Gericke, of 
Vienna, was not a particularly felicitous selection, 
but was nevertheless encored. It was, however, 
in the duo from the second act of ‘ Tannhaiiser’”’ 
with Mr. Candidus—the last number of the long 
programme—that Mme. Materna showed how great 
an artiste she is. The delivery of this exacting 
dramatic composition was so impressive as to hold 
the audience spell-bound. After this 1t is certaig 
that Mme. Materna’s previous unsatisfactory sing: 
ing will be forgotten, and she wiil be justly remem» 
bered as a dramatic soprano of the first rank. 

The concert in other respects was of more tbau 
usual merit. Mme. Constance Howard gave at 
much interest to her piano playing as was possible 
under the circumstances, Mr. Candidus sang beau- 
tifully and received much applause, and the or- 
chestra was firm and efficient under the leadership 
of Mr. Neuendorff.

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OBITUARY. 


JOHN SCOTT RUSSELL. 

The death is announced ina London dispatch 
of this morning’s date of John Scott Russell, M. A., 
F. R. 8., Vice-President of the Institution of Civil 
Engineers and the Institution of Naval Architects, 
He was the eldest son of the Rev. David Russell 
and was born in the Vale of Clyde in 1808. He wag 
educated at the Universities of Edinburgh, St. 
Andrews, and Glasgow, being graduated at the 


latter institution at the age of 16 years. Very ear! 
in life be evinced a strong predilection for practi- 
cal mechanics, and his father permitted him to be 
employed as an engineer in a workshop, and sub- 
sequently assisted him in studying cognate sciences. 
In 1832 he had made such progress that he was se- 
lected, temporarily, to supply the place made 
vacant by the death of Sir Jonn Leslie, Professor 
of Natural Philosophy in the University of Edin- 
burgh. In this position he delivered a 
complete course of lectures on natural 
philosophy to the students. His career as @ 
practical engineer and ship-builder was now de 
cided, and while in Edinburgh he built several 
small steam-boats for canais and rivers, and also 
steam carriages for country roads which ran be- 
tween Paisley and Glasgow. A few years later he 
became the successor of Mr. Caird. of Greenock, in 
the management of one of the largest ship-building 
and engineering establishments in Scotland. He 
continued in this position until 1844, when he re- 
moved to London, and there constructed four larga 
steam-ships forthe West India Royal Mail Com- 
pany. Inthe meantime he had diligently pursued 
scientific studies and had applied their doctrines ta 
the mechanical arts. He was led to investigate the 
laws by which water resists the motion of floating 
bodies, and established the existence of the “* wave 
of translation,” on which is based his ‘* wave sys- 
tem’’ of constructing ships, which was practicaily 
introduced in 1835. e continued his ex- 
periments in this branch of science for 
several years, and they amounted to the 
almost incredible number of 20,000. The first ves- 
sel constructed on the wave principle was the 
Wave, in 1835. This was followed by the Scott 
Russell and the Fiambeau and Fire King in 1839, 
all of which proved successful. Mr. Scott’s prin- 
ciple was adopted by Mr. Brunel in designing the 
Great Britain and has steadily made progress 
both in England and the United States, being 
fully carried out in the Great Ea-:tern— 
the greatest triumph of Mr. Russell’s genius. In 
1837, @ memoir on this subject, read before the 
Royal Society of Edinburgh, gained for him the 
large gold medal, and he was elected a Fellow aud 
placed in the Council cf the Society. In subse- 
quent 7 he was elected to various other socie- 
ties of art and engineering. He was one of 
the three original promoters of the great exhi- 
bition of 1851. He was also one of the founders of 
the Institution of Naval Architects and one of its 
Vice-Presidents. He compiled a large and expen- 
sive treatise entitled ‘*The Modern System of 
Naval Architecture for Commerce and War,” com- 
prising the theorv of naval design, practice of 
ship-building in iron and in wood, and the princi- 
Dies of steam navigation. 

Mr. Russell came prominently before the publio 
in 1871 as the author of a scheme called “ The New 
Social Alliance.” His idea was to bring about 
union between leading Conservative members o; 
the Legislature and eertain self-styled representa- 
tives of the working classes, with a view to 
bettering the condition of working men through 
intervention by the State. The scheme, it is hard- 
ly necessary to say, proved « failure. His latest 
works have been his pians for transporting rail- 
Way trains of merchandise or passengers over the 
sea on ships and tne constraction of the largest 
vaulted dome in the world. The ¢ ion 
scheme was first carried out on the Bodea

WILLIAM GRACIE KING. 
William Gracie King, an old New-Yorker, 
died suddenly on Thursday night at his home in 
Elizabeth, N. J., after a long sickness. Mr. King 
was born in Paris on Oct, 4, 1816, and was the son 
of Charies King and Mrs. King, née Gracie. His 
father was President of Columbia College, being 
the predegessor of Dr. Barnard in that office. At 
the time of his birth his father was connected with 
the American legation in Paris, his grandfather 
having previously rendered diplomatic service to 
his country as the first Ameriean Minister to the 
Court of St. James’s. On his father’s return to 
Ameriva young King entered Columbia College, and 
after graduating became an assistant to his father in 
the editorship of the New-York American, which 
was at that time under the elder King’s control. Sub- 
sequentiy Mr. King was appointed Deputy Colleo- 
t rof the Port, and later still was one of the Port 
Wardens. He resignea the latter post after a time, 
however, to undertake an extensive pleasure tour 
abroad, and he remained in Europe until five years 
ago. He returned in delicate health and continued 
an invalid until his death. He wasa man of wide 
reading, possessed of considerable literary ability, 
and was popular in society on account of his fine 
social qualities. He leaves a son, Rufus King, Jr., 
and two married daughters, one Mrs. Charles 
Clarke and the other Mrs, Beverly Robinson, Jr. 
The arrangements for the funeral are not yet com- 
pleted, but the interment will take place at the 
family burial plot in Jamaica, Long Island.

FLAMES IN A COAL MINE. 

WILKESBARRE, Penn., June 9.—A_ dense 
smoke was discovered in the Stanton shaft of the 
Lehigh and Wilkesbarre Coal Company, near this 
city, late yesterday afternoon. It was soon ascer- 
tained that the mine had caught fire from a stove 
in the fire boss’s shanty at the foot of the shaft, 
the timbers having become ignited, At midnight 
the flames raged with great violence, and prepara- 
tions were at once made to flood the mine. One 
bundred men are now engaged in fighting the fire. 
Canvas doors are placed at the foot of the shaft to 
keep the airfrom the fiames. When the fire was 
first discovered a large number of miners was in 
the shaft, and in order to escape they were com- 
petled to travel throngh the abandoned workings. 
This is the third time this mine has been on fire, 
_— it is considered an extremely troubiesome col- 
iery. 

The fire, after destroying the timbers, spread 
jnto the blocking above, An effort was made to 
tiood the mine, but without success. Much hose 
was procured and carried into the shaft, and with 
the aid of this the flames have been extinguished. 
The showering process will be kept up during the 
night in order to prevent any further outbreak of 
the fire. 

TREMONT, Penn., June 9.—Lower Rausch 
Creek Colliery, operated by Millet, Graeff & Co., in 
which fire was reported two weeks ago, and subse- 
quently denied by the operators, was found to-day 
to contain fire in a breast in the lower west gang- 
way.

this: “*‘A good quantity of money is

ITEMS OF LONDON GOSSIP

The idea of the re- 
ception was no doubt to advertise the enter- 
prise. It is understood that the whole of the 
money necessary for bringing the establish- 
ment well before the public is not yet sub- 
scribed. The crowd on Saturday night was a 
very miscellaneous one, suggestive rather of 
the Bohemia of Miirger than the respectable 
modern Bohemia of London. 

I heard a good deal of interesting gossip upon 
artistic and theatrical matters over the pipes 
of the Society of British Artists and the cham- 
pagne of the Soirée Bohémienne, Among 
other things generally discussed was the future 
of the Falstaff Club, Some difficulty, it ap- 
pears, has arisen between the ostensible pro- 
prietor of the club and the committee, and the 
magnificent furniture of the house is at the 
moment in possession of a bailiff. This has 
cast a gloom over the establishment, though 
some of the members are sanguine enough to 
believe that it will end to the great advantage 
of the club. This hope is encouraged by the 
fact that at a meeting of the members yester- 
day it was resolved to buy the club from the 
present proprietor and distribute the share 
capital, under the Limited Liability act, among 
the members, In the meantime the prepara- 
tions for the dramatic entertainment on Thurs- 
day are going satisfactorily forward. A bril- 
liant audience is expected, the Prince of Wales 
aud the Duke of Edinburgh and other royalties 
and notabilities having promised to be present, 
I am informed on good authority that Mr. 
Irving will not delay his professional visit to 
America over another year; his plans will 
probably include the taking out of his entire 
company and the scenery for some of his most 
opular pieces, notably ‘Louis XI,” ** The 
oe Mail,” ** The Bells,” ‘* The Merehant of 
Venice,”? and, possibly, ‘*‘The Cup.”? The 
Lyceum Theatre is crowded every night, seats 
being still booked for months ahead, ** Romeo 
and Juliet” is possibly the greatest of al] Mr. Ir- 
ving’s successes from a financia) point of view. 
It is said that last year he spent $50,000 in the 
alterations at his theatre, five and twenty of 
which went in a thorough reorganization of 
the drainage of the house. I[t is known 
that in London, in spite of our great 
sanitary regulations, the foundations of 
some of our principal buildings are in- 
undated with sewage and polluted by the 
remains of ancient sesspools, Mr. Irving dis- 
covered that the Lyceum was one of these 
buildings. The landlord is the person whom 
the law holds responsible for the proper drain- 
age of ahouse. Mr, Irving, however, wisely 
took the matter into his own hands; and to- 
day the Lyceum is not only one of the hand- 
somest theatres in Europe, but the cleanest 
and most wholesome in every respect. Pro- 
fessional society is considerably surprised at 
Mr. Harris’s recent engagement for Drury 
Lane. The famous Shakespeareun season 
which Ristori is to open will also see Mr. 
John Coleman as Macbeth, Mr. Coleman 
has had a long, bitter, personal corre- 
spondence with Mr. Buchanan over the 
failure of ‘“*The Shadow of the Sword.” 
Author and actor have mutually 
blamed each other in the strongest of *‘ elegant 
Hillingsgate.” Whether ** The Shadow of the 
Sword” was a good play or not, itseems pretty 
clear that Mr. Coleman had more to do with 
the authorship of it than Mr. Buchanan. Miss 
Anra Bock, an American planiste, who came 
to London well recommended from the Conti- 
nent, gave a piano-forte recital, at the Marl- 
borough Rooms, on Saturday night. She had 
made a first appearance in London about three 
years ago at the Covent Garden concerts; 
since then she has wonderfully improved; one 
can hardly imagine a more sympathetic 
interpretation of certain works of Beethoven, 
Mozart, Schubert, and Rubinstein than that 
with which she delighted a fashionable audience 
on Saturday night. Mme. Fassitt, an American 
vocalist who possesses qualities of voice not 
unlike those of Mme, Antoinette Stirling, is 
rapidly making her way to the foremost posi- 
tion on the concert stage. At Miss Philps’s 
annual concert last week she was received 
with something like enthusiasm. An interest- 
ing special performance is promised to take 
ges at the Savoy Theatre on the 2ist of June, 

t will mark the eccasion of Miss Florence 
Terry’s retirement from the stage. Her sis- 
ters, Ellen and Marrion, and Mr. Irving have 
promised their assistance. The projected bene- 
fitto Mr. Mortimer is said to be only post- 
poned, So far as the original promoters of it 
and the Lyceum go, however, the matter has 
quite fallenthrough. Mr, J. L. Toole was one 
of a select company of gentlemen who break- 
fasted with Mr, Gladstone on Thursday morn- 
ing. The conversation was entirely devoted 
to art and literature, more particularly to 
theatrical affairs. 

Suggestions made some time ago with re- 
gard to the general absence of fine speeimens 
of the English school of art in America have 
lately led to much conversation as to the best 
way of introducing high-class English works 
into the United States. The Society of Fine 
Arts, under the direction of Mr. Huish, has the 
matter under consideration. It is believed 
that if America had a full acquaintance with 
the best examples of English art, pictures by 
our leading masters would eventually find 
greater favor in America than the works of 
France and Germany. You wiil have noticed 
that some of the popular engravings in your 
mnagazines have been taken frem well-known 
English paintings. Many of the engravings 
which decorate American homes and are 
most familiar to the American people 
are black and white transcripts of the Eng- 
lish school. lt was reported some time since 
that an international society of artists would 
take upon themselves the duty of mutually in- 
troducing American and Emglish art to the 
two great English-speaking peoples. I have 
heard nothing latterly, however, of this organ- 
ization, but it is interesting to know that the 
subject is beginning to attract attention in 
prominent quarters. Iam sorry to hear that 
the scheme set on foot by the Fine Art So- 
ciety, with a view to giving’ premiums for 
the best American pictures suitable for en- 
graving and publishing in this country, 
has not met with sufficient encouragement 
in New-York to arrant further action. 
Mr. Huish, I believe, on the part of his soci- 
ety, isanxious to engrave aseries of Ameri- 
can paintings specially designed for the pur- 
poss; and, in order to induce transatlantic 
artists to co-operate with him, heis prepared to 
offer premiuins for the best subjects. J think 
Iam right in stating that the matter was 
brought under the notice of several leading 
American artists whose chief objection to the 
scheme was that the society should have the 
right to engrave whatever pictures they were 
pleased to select. A question of detail like 
this might easily have been arranged. One is 
surprised to hear that the scheme did 
not appear to awaken any great inter- 
est among the artists of the Empire 
City. I have no authority to say se, 
nor am I asked by any one to reopen the sub- 
ject, but all who feel a genuine interest in the 
success of American art must regret that any 
opportunity to extend the market for it in 
Europe should be neglected. I would suggest 
that it is worth while for some of the leading ar- 
tists to put themselves in communication with 
the Directors of the Fine Art Society of Lon- 
don with a view to the development of some 
scheme that shall be mutually advantageous 
to English and American art, more particu- 
jarly as I happen to know that Mr. Huish is 
somewhat disheartened that his overtures in 
the direction already mentioned met with so 
little encouragement.

A QUIET LITTLE HOTEL.

WHAT COMSTOCK AND THE POLICE FOUND IN 
IT—A PRETTY PLACE SPOILED. 

A. newly established ‘ hotel” called the Iro- 
quois House, situated at No. 20 Dey-street, in the 
very hears of a business neighborhood, was com- 
pleteiy upset yesterday at about1o’clock P. M. by a 
squad of detectives, under the command of Police 
Captain Berghold, with Anthony Comstock as the 


pilot. The reason for the raid on this very 
quiet, domestie-looking establishment, whose 
front windows were all garnished with 
jardinidre boxes filled with choice flowers and 
shaded with venetian canopies, was that it con- 
tained a finely furnished suite of gambling- rooms, 
and has been doing a successful businers at the ex- 
pense of certain commercial clerks lately. The 
warrant for the seizure of the place, and the arrest 
of the inmates was issued by Justice Bixby on 
complaint of Mr. Comstock as Superintendert of the 
Society for the Suppression of Vice. Mr. Com- 
stock was informed of the character of the house 
two weeks ago by a merchant whose clerks or 
other employes have been gambling there. He 
then put his clerk, Mr. Oram, and one of his 
detectives on the scent, and one of them 
played at faro in the house while the 
other looked on. On their statements the 
warrant was issued. Yesterday they both came 
there again, and were admitted, it being previ- 
ously arranged that Capt. Berghold, with his de- 
tectives and Mr. Comstock, should be in the saloon 
on the main floor at 1 o’cloek, and that Oram was 
to come down from the gambling-rooms on 
the floor above at that hour, open the 
bolted and guarded door at the foot of the stairs, 
and keep it open long enough to allow the officers 
The entire plan worked 
to acharm. The detectives were in the room 
while the dealer, croupier, and players were 
still sitting at the faro table. A _ brief 
panic followed, and all the inmates _ fied 
into a rear card-room, but were captured. Their 
chips” were left on the cards just as they had 
made their bets, and Mr. Comstock’s stenographer 
took careful memoranda of the individual bets as 
indicated by the “lay-out,” and the value of 
each player's staek of “chips” found on the table, 
with the “score” as recorded on the “ cue-box.” 
Hight persons in all were arrested, these being 
John F. Pyles, Merritt T. Lytle, and John Lully, the 
supposed proprietors; Joseph James and Herman 
Wilson, employes, and Edward Davis, Matt L. 
Robingon, andjThomas Lee, players. Pyles was the 
dealer, James kept the cue-box, Wilson, a colored 
man, was the inside ‘‘lookout;’? Lytle was the 
outside “lookout,’’ and Lully was a sort of ‘ gen- 
eral lookout” and ‘‘roper,” and kept the bar also, 
Lully made a gallant effort to close the door when 
Oram opened It, but the odds were against him, 
and he “ lost the trick.”* The crowd was taken up to 
the Yorkville Police Court, where Justice Bixby 
was sitting, and Pyles, Lytle, and Lully each gave 
$1,000 bail to answer. James and Wilson were locked 
up in default of $1,000 bail each, and the three 
players, all of whom gave fictitious names, were 
released on their personal bonds in the sum of $100 
each, to appear as witnesses when wanted against 
the other men. They satisfied Justice Bixby be- 
fore he released them as to their identity, one of 
them being a lawyer and another a clerk for an in- 
surance company. The “property” captured 
comprised a fine faro table, lay-out, dealer’s 
box, and cue-box, oe magnificent “red and 
black” or roulette table, a “poker” table, 
65 packs of fine playing-cards, 6 card presses, 
for flattening and stiffening dog-eared or bent 
ecards, 1 ‘“sweat’’ box, 2,546 fine ivory hm 
asplendid “Tranter” revolver, carrying a ball as 
large as a rifle bullet, and $48 711n cash.

—THE CADETS AND THEIR PARTNERS— 
THE BRILLIANT SCENE IN THE MESS 
HALL—ARTILLERY DRILL ON THE 


PLAIN—THE TORMENTS OF THE PLEBES. 


West Pornt, June 9.—Taps did not send the 
Vadets to bed to-night. The strict military dis- 
tipline was unbent, and the young men were per 
mitted to plunge into a mad whirl of pleasure 
which was incompatible with the rules of the post. 
West Point presented a scene such as is seen only 
once a year. At 10 o’clock at night the post is 
usually as quiet as the grave, but to-night the build- 
Ings are brilliantly lighted, the grounds are filled 
with people, and sounds of mirth and musio 
fill the air. The occasion is the graduating 
hop. The ball was tendered to the graduat- 
Ing class by the Third Class, but all the 
young men in the Academy and a good many visi- 
tors danced away the last hours of the school life 
ef the outgoing Cadets with them. The stiff and 
‘hutomatic officers ofjthe post executed pirouettes 
acd pigeon-wings and for the nonce omitted to 
stiffen up and salute at every turn. The backbones 
of officers and Cadets at West Point are educated 
to be stiff and straight, butthe ball showed that 
they could be relaxed. Mess Hall seemed to bea 
oadstone after 8 o’clock for young and old. The 
adies, maiden and mature, came in their brightest 
costumes, and the officers, Cadets, and gentlemen 
visitors came in their showiest uniforms and well- 
fitting dress-coats. At 9 o’clock the post band, 
consisting of 20 pieces, under the leadership of 
Sergt. Elsen, struck up and the dancing began. 
The scene in the Mess Hall was a bright and pleas- 
ing one. The waxed floor of the large room was 
crowded with dancers. The Cadets, in theirgray 
tress-coats, Kniekerbocker collars, duck trousers, 
and unitorm shoes, danced with ladies young and 
fair, robed in white or gay in colors, and the offi- 
cers, resplendant in gold lace and shining buttons, 
glided through the mazes with partners in_silks 
and satins. Chaperons and guests Who did not 
dance were supplied with seats, ranged along the 
Bides of the room. 

The hall was tastefully although not profusely 
decorated. Sets of flags were draped about the 
mottoes of the fourclasses on the walls of the room. 
The motto of the graduating class was a helmet 
surmounting scroll-work bearing the inscription 
“U. S. M. A.,” and below appeared the words, 
“Class of °*82."" That of the Second Class consisted 
of the figures ‘*’83” on a circular piece, with 
crossed swords behind it, an eagle with out- 
Btretched wings above, and “U.S. M. A.” below; 
that of the Third Class was a shield with the mono- 
Kram “U.S. M. A.”’ resting upon crossed sabres, 
and the figures °*’84”” below, and that of the 
Fourth Class was a circular shield resting 
apon cannon, flags, other accoutrements, 
and with the figures and_ letters “°85” 
and “U. .S, M, <A.”* inscribed upon _ it. 
As the guests entered the word ‘“ Wel- 
some” in evergreen met the eye, and as they 
departed they beheld ** Farewell’? over the en- 
trance, The band was stationed on an extem- 
porized platform in the north end of the hall. and 
played the oo and national airs.

The plain presented an exciting scene this after- 
noon. Soon after 5 o’clock the Cadets turned out 
for a light battery drill.

The guns 
belched forth fire and smoke and the hills re- 
sounded with the echoes. High above the 
din rose the blasts of the bugle and 
the commands of the officers, Whose sabres 
gieamed in the air.

Commandant of Cadets Lazelle delivered a short 
lecture to the graduating class at noon on “ The 
Customs of the Service,” in which he defined their 
duties and gave them some wholesome advice. At 
1 o’clock in the afternoon a salute was fired from 
the battery on the plain in honor of Gen. McDon- 
ald, the English officer who is a guest of Gen. 
Howard at the post. 

The Board of Visitors, the Academie Board, and 
Gen. McDonald went to Newburg to-day to visit 
the head-quarters of Gen. Washington, where the 
order for a cessation of hostilities, April 18, 1783, 
was issued. They went thither at the invitation 
of the committee which is arranging a centennial 
celebration to take place next year. The commit- 
tee provided a steam yacht, The Cadet, to take the 
gentlemen up and showed them the relics and told 
them the historical story of the place. The gentle- 
men were, of course, greatly pleased with the 
visit. There were some Senators and Congress- 
men in the party. and the committee, it is sald, 
wants an appropriation for the celebration. 

The proposed removal of Custer’s monument 
has brought up many memories of the dead soldier 
here. While a Cadet he was incorrigible, but 
bright. He was locked up in the guard-house, and 
made such rapid aavancement in his studies that it 
Was proposed to send him back to the barracks, 
He pleaded to be allowed to remain in the guard- 
house, but the Superintendent denied his request. 
He smelled a mouse. Custer had found a way of 
picking the lock, and used to spend his night in 
more congenial places, Benny Havens’s, it is fair 
to presume, among others. The Cadets all revere 
the name of Custer, and are proud to be students 
at the institution which graduated him.

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IMMIGRANTS BADLY TREATED. 
erate 
COMPLAINTS OF PASSENGERS ON THE ROYAL 
NETHERLAND LINE SUSTAINED. 

A special meeting of the Commissioners of 
Emigration was held yesterday afternoon to con- 
sider the recent cases of ill-treatment to passen- 
gers on steamers of the Royal Netherland Steam- 
ship Line. Commissioner Starr read a report, in 
which he recited the published accounts of the 


complaints made by the immigrants of the Surrey 
on June 3, and added that the officers of this ship 
had evidently failed to take proper care of the im- 
migrants placed under their charge. Mr. Starr 
read some details which he had obtained from 
passengers of the Nemesis, and which have already 
been published. It was a great pity, he added, that 
the Nemesis sailed from this port before the 
complaints were received by the board. 
These immigrants were seemingly unaware 
that they possessed any rights in the matter, as 
they failed to make any complaint upon their ar- 
rival at Castle Garden. Mr. Starr was of the opin- 
ion that the conduct of the surgeon of the Nemesis 
was highly censurable, that the water was bad, and 
that the officers of the ship were entirely indiffer- 
ent to the proper care andcomfort of the passen- 
gers. It wasto be regretted, he said, that under 
the law the commission had not sufficient power to 

roperly protect immigrants except by civil process 

or damages. The bill recently passed by the 
House of Representatives, and now before the 
Senate, entitled, ‘‘An act to regulate the carriage 
of passengers by sea,”’ would meet this case, and it 
was to be hoped that the act would soon become a 
law. It was tothe credit of the great steam-ship 
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| lines running to this port that they were becoming 


more vigilant in their endeavors to correct and 
prevent abuses: but the testimony showed that 
there are still companies which are not 
so heedful of their duties to immigrants. 
Commissioner Starr’s report was accepted, and on 
motion of Mr. Hauselt it was decided to send 
copies of it to the American representatives in 
Holland, and to the representatives of the Dutch 
Government here. Mr. Hauselt cited several other 
instances In which grave charges had been made 
by passengers arriving in vessels of the Royal 
Netherlands Line. On July 24, 1881, six immi- 
grants ef the Stella complained of bad food 
and water and a failure to divide the 
sexes properly. The food was served in 
wooden buckets. On Aug. 10, 1881, the passengers 
of the Castor complained that the bread was unfit 
to eat, the potatoes rotten, the sexes not separa- 
ted, the meals served in buckets, and that the pas- 
sengers were charged different rates for transpor- 
tation—some being charged 80 marks, while others 
had to pay 110 marks. The passengers of the Jason, 
last September, made similar charges, and said 
that the sick were obliged to pay extra for nearly 
everything supplied them of a wholesome nature. 
Passengers on the Stella, on Noy. 24, complained 
of ill-treatment, and the immigrants of the Surrey, 
on April 18, also made charges against the officers 
and the crew. Commissioners Taintor, Starr, and 
Hauselt were appointed a committee to confer 
with the steam-ship companies in relation to the 
carrying out of the law authorizing the commis- 
sion to contract with them for landing the passen- 
gers at 50 cents per head.

RETIRING FROM BUSINESS. 

It was announced yesterday that the Relief 
Fire Insurance Company had decided to retire 
from business and wind up its affairs. The Relief 
was organized in 1855, and has a capital of $200,000. 


At-the close of last year its gross assets were $305,- 
456, and its totai liabilities, except capital, 387,771. 
Dusing the year its total income from premiums 
and all sources amounted to $178,582, and its total 
disbursements to $181,069. The company’s surplus 
over all liabilities, including capital, on Jan. 1 of 
this year was $17,685. George W. Damon. Secre- 
tary of the Relief, said yesterday that the company 
had determined to retire from business honorably, 
meeting every just obligation in fuli and maintain- 
ing to the last the godéd nate which it had earned 
‘in the last 27 years. Negotiations looking to the 
reinsurance of all the outstanaing risks of the com- 
pany are being made, and it is expected that in a 
few days the matter will bo settled satisfactorily 
;to all concerned.

THE EIGHTH ANNUAL REGATTA 
OF THE HARLEM ASSOCIATION. 
SEVERAL EXCITING CONTESTS—THE EIGHT- 
OARED SHELL RACE WON BY THE CO- 
LUMBIA COLLEGE BOAT CLUB —-THE 
FOUR-OARED RACE CAPTURED BY THE 

WESLEYAN UNIVERSITY MEN. . 


The eighth annual regatta of the Harlem 
Regatta Association was rowed yesterday overa 
mile course on the Harlem River. That part of the 
river between Third-avenue and Macomb’s Dam 
presented quite a holiday appearance. Upon the 
surface of the stream were several tugs and steam 
launches, resplendent with bunting, and innumer- 
able small craft, while the boat-houses were 
gorgeous with colors, and the shores wore lined 
with spectators. The regatta began at 10 A. M. 
with the trial heats of junior and senior 
singles and closed after 6 P. M., with the 
most important race of the day, that 
of the eight-oared shells, which was won in fine 
style and after a remarkably spirited contest by 
the crew of the Columbia College Boat Club, In 
this race there were four contestants—the Colum- 
bia College Boat Club and the New-York, Metro- 
politan, and Dauntless Rowing Clubs. The colors 
of the Columbia crew were called **red’’ on the 
programme, but were nevertheless compounded 
of blue and white stripes, and at a lit- 
tle distance strongly resembled the uniform of 
& popular institution In the East River. The mem- 


bers of the crews were G, E. Fitzgerald, bow; D. 
B. Porter, W. A. Moore, E. T. Lynch, D. W. Reck- 
hart, W. Wheeler, R. H. Muller, J. A. B. Cowles, 
stroke, and EK. Benjamin, coxswain. The New- 
York crew embraced F. L. Leland, bow; Wil- 
liam SBradtord, Alfred R. Conkling, Howard 
Conkling, Herman Clarke, Eugene G. Cruger, 
Charles D. Ingersoll, Pedro R. de Florez, stroke, 
and Robert Center, coxswain. The coxswain, ex- 
Commodere Robert Center, of the New-York Yacht 
Club, was elegant in acrimson shirt and a broad- 
rimmed straw hat that had not seen more than 
three seasons’ wear. The rest of the crew rejoiced 
in pale yellow and pale blue. The Metropolitan 
crew, whose color was dark blue, consisted of A. 
Schrenkheisen, bow; R. H. Schiele, W. S. Shaw, H. 
Thompson, P.E. Nagle, William Appe, R. Kent, James 
Pilkington, stroke, and TT. J. McIntyre, coxswain. 
The Dauntless crew, clad in lily-white, (yellow lily 
of the pond family,) was composed of F. R. Fort- 
meyer, bow; S. B. Hazard, E. F. Raynor, H. W. 
Peckwell. 8. B. Pomeroy, W. G. Demarest, H. W. 
Walter, D. Roach, stroke, and J. ©, Egerton, cox- 
swain. The boats were placed in the order 
named, with Columbia on the New-York 
side, There Was some trouble in_ secur- 
ing a good _atart. The tide had = just 
begun to ebb, and it, together with a fresh wind 
from the New-York shore, shifted the positions of 
the stake boats nearest to the Westchester side. 
Hence there was a good deal of backing and pull- 
ing and lateral manceuvring before & satisfactory 
alignment eould be obtained. At last the word 
was given and the boats shot off with 
the Colum bias and Metropolitans well 
in the lead. Three lengths had not been 
rowed, however, before Mr. Howard Conkling, 
of the New-York crew, stood straight up in his 
lace and shouted at the top of his voice that the 
Metropolitens had started before the word was 
given. At this the New-York and Dauntless crews 
stopped rowing, but before the referee, Mr, 
FE. R. Craft, could catch the exact na- 
ture of the complaint, the Columbias and Metro- 
politans were away beyond the Madison-avenue 
bridge piers, and a vigorous fortissimo of steam 
whistles was necessary to reeall them. Another 
harassing delay ensued, and when the boats had 
been brought once more in line, and the refereo 
had shouted ‘Are you ready?’ the Metropoll- 
tans took a dip and shot ahead. ‘“ There!” 
eried Mr. Conkling, of the New-Yorks, “rule 
them out.” But the Metropolitans backed into 
place, anda minute later an excellent start was 
secured, with the Columbias and New-Yorks 
abreast on the New-York side, and the Metro- 
politans and JDauntless on the Westches- 
ter side, also abreast, but a few feet 
behind the other two __ boats. All of 
the crews pulled steadily and with telling effect, 
but before many rods had been passed the relative 
positions of the boats began to change. Columbia 
at first dropped a quarter of alength behind the 
New-Yorks, but after passing the Madison-avenue 
bridge went to the front again. The Metropoll- 
tans meanwhile went straight ahead of the Daunt- 
less, and threatened at one time to show their 
heels to Columbia. Columbia, however, had the 
advantage not only ef good oarsmen, who pulied 
with a strong and steady stroke, but of a cood 
eoxswain, who held his boat on an undeviating 
course. The coxswain of the Metropolitans, onthe 
other hand, slanted across the stream, and got 
in front of the New-Yorks. Before the 
third quarter of the mile had been finished 
it. was evident that Columbia would win easily, and 
the Dauntless bring up the rear, and the only ques- 
tion of interest was whether the Metropolitans or 
New-Yorks would secure second place. Columbia 
won by a clear length and a half. Time—5:35. 
The Metropolitans stood second, about one-third of 
a length ahead of the New-Yorks. Of course, the 
inevitable C-o-l-u-meb-i-a rang out over the cheer- 
ing whieh signalized the result. 

The regatta opened in the morning with the 
trial heats of the junior singles, which, like all the 
other trial heats, were rowed down tbe stream 
from Macomb’s Dam to Fourth-avenue, while the 
final heats were rowed up stream, ‘This ar- 
rangement was followed to get the benefit of 
the tide, which during the morning was on the 
ebb and inthe afternoon on the flood. The first 
heat of the junior singles was centested by Theo- 
dore F. Keer, of the Ariel Boat Club, Newark, N. 
J.; George F. Knapp, Gramercy Boat Club, of this 
City, and B. F. Barnes, of the Atalanta Club. 
Barnes won the heat in 8:01, Kaapp was 
second, and Keer was disqualified for foul- 
ing Knapp. Parker W. Page, of the Nas- 
sau Boat Club, and Rokenbough, of the 
New-York Rowing Club, were the onlv 
starters in the second heat. Page led all the way, 
and won easily in 8:0144, The starters in the third 
heat were J. C. Hays, Palisade Boat Club, of 
Yonkers; J. T. Smith, of the same club, and J, 
Grayson, Excelsior Boat Club, Paterson, N. J. 
Hays wan in 7:5334, and Grayson was sec- 
ond. Barnes, Page, and Hays started in the 
final heat. Barnes had the New-York side, 
Page the centre, and Hays the Westchester side, 
Hays was first in getting off, but Page soon took 
the lead and, keeping it, won easily. Hays when 
he was about three-quarters Over the course, and 
a good deal ahead of Barnes, stopped rowing until 
the latter caught up, then he pulled ahead of him 
again and came in second.

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THE HORSE-SHOERS STRIKE AGAIN. 
The horse-shoers employed in the Tenth- 
avenue, Second-avenue, Avenue C, and Forty- 
second-street horse car stables, andin the stables 
of the Madison ana Fifth-avenue stage lines, all of 
whom have received the advance pay demanded, 
left their work yesterday afternoon in accordance 


with instructions from the union. The troubles 
which resulted in this discontinuance of work is 
the alleged discovery by the working men ofa 
combination among the horse car companies to 
defeat the strike. This, it isasserted, is to be done 
by securing men from outside the City to work in 


the shops in part, and by making contracts with 
the Goodenough Horse-shoeing Company in part. 
The latter company is tabooed by the union men 
because it is said that they make contraets at such 
terms that they must make the shoer earn their 
money for them, as they cannot make it out of the 
material The result is, itis claimed, that men work- 
mg for them are both overworked and under- 
pa d. The Goodenough Company offered $5 a day 
‘or men to work fer them, an offer which was re- 
by the workmen to whom it was made. The 
Seventh-Avenue Railroad Company yesterday took 
their horses out to what are known as customers’ 
shops, but the men owning and employed in these 
small shops refused to do the work, as they are 
under the control of the union. The blacksmith’s 
shop of Dan Mace, the well-known trainer and 
driver of trotting horses, was closed yesterday as 
a@ result of the diffieulties growing out of the 
strike, It is estimated that there are over 500 
horses in the various horse car stables this morn- 
ing waiting to be shod. 
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A SPIRITLESS MASS-MEETING. 


THE COUNTY DEMOCRACY CONDEMNS THE 
LEGISLATURE AND JOHN KELLY. 


Although the membership of the County and 
Assembly District Committees of the County De- 
mocracy is over 2,000, and althouzh it had been 
liberally advertised that “prominent speakers” 
would be present, the joint mass-meeting ef the 
committees in Cooper Institute last evening 
brought out only enough persons to oecupy 
two-thirds of the seats in the hall. Tho 
managers waited in vain { until nearly 9 
o’elock for more listeners to come, and then 
Secretary H. 8S. Beattie called the meeting to order, 
and named Major George W. McLean as Chair- 
man, in the unexplained absence of John E. Deve- 
lin, Chairman of the County Committee. Major 
McLean said that fertunately for the people the 
Legislature had adjourned, but there was no stain 
on the records of any of the County Democracy’s 
representatives in that body. Tammany Hall had 


seen fit to slough off from the Democratie Party, 
and it was a good thing, for with Tammany Hall! in 
its ranks the party would not have been able to 
live much longer. John D. Conghilin then 
read the resolutions which it was proposed 
to adopt, and which were received with- 
out a particle of applause, and were adopted 
by the vote of 20 or 80 of the audience, 
The resolutions set forth that the New-York 
County Democracy desired to call the attention of 
the people to “a condition of public affairs dan- 
gerous, demoralizing, and unparalleled in this 
State.”” By acombination between its Gevernor, 
seeking a renomination, and a political adventurer, 
it was declared, the organization of the Legisla- 
ture was completed after a long delay by a shame- 
less bargain, which blighted its repute and paralyzed 
its action. As a consequenee, the resolutions con- 
tinued, proposed measures of great importance to 
the public interests were not enacted; voluminous 
laws affecting the public welfare in in- 
numerable ways were passed without knowl- 
edge of their contents; special privileges 
were given to monopolies; a Superintendent of 
Prisons was appointed who was known as a friend 
of jobbers and the tool of monopolists; honest in- 
dustry was left without relief from the competi- 
tion of felons, and the duty of passing the act re- 
apportioning the Congressional districts was not 
performed, At Washington, according to the reso- 
lutions, the country had seen the rules of Congress 
overthrown to allow an unserupulous major- 
ity to admit as members those whom the 
people had rejected at the polls. The President 
was condemned for “packing the Tariff Commis- 
sion in such manneras to defeat the object for 
which its appointment was professedly author- 
ized.”’ Inconclusion the new Penal Code was con- 
demned, and such legislation was declared to be 
“a violation of the fundamental institutions of this 
land, and 4 threat to the liberty of our citizens.” 

When the resolutions had been read there were 
loud calls for Assistant District Attorney Fellows, 
who sat almost alone on the platform, and that 
gentleman was promptly introduced by the Chair- 
man. Col. Fellows confined his remarks to the new 
Penal Code, which goes into effect Sept. 1. He de- 
nounced the Legislature for not postponnig the op- 
eration of the code to next year at least. A large 
number left the hall at the close of Col. Fellows’s 
speech, and then Assemblyman James FE. Morrison 
was introduced. He said that he scarcely knew how 
to apologize for what the Legislature had left un- 
done. It was true that the code was to gointo effect 
next Fall, but Col. Fellows had forgotten that the 
provisions he had denounced had been stricken 
out by the Democratic Legislature. There 
was something to commend ag well as to condemn 
in the Legislature. At the risk of personal arraign- 
ment and imprisonment the Democratic legislators 
stood out for a railroad commission to be elected 
by the people, as long as possible, and when forced 
to compromise the appointing power was kept out 
of the hands of the Repubiican Governor. One 
thing the Legislature did not do was to give New- 
York a Tammany charter, and this was prevented 
by the force and character brought to bear in the 
Assembly. The determination of Democrats from 
New-York and Brooklyn prevented many more 
measures of iniquity. When Mr. Morrison had con- 
cluded a man in the audience proposed the follow- 
ing resolution, which was immediately adopted: 

Resolved, That it 1s the opinion of this organization 
that the last Legislature has proved that Tammany 
Hall of 1882 is no better than Yammany Hallof 1871. 
Its leader then made combinations with a Republican 
legisiature which robbed the people of &80.000,000, 
Its present leader made a similar combination where- 
by he bartered away Democratte principles, and, if 
the tax-payers have not suffered so much as they did 
in times past, it isonly because of the imbecility of 
the parties concerned in the contract, ana the earnest 
and vigorous opposition of our true Democratic rep- 
resenutatives.,/ 
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A RACKET IN THE RACKET CLUB 
HEIRESS 
TWO OF THE MEMBERS FINED FOR OBSTRUCT- 
ING A POLICE OFFICER, 

John Carlson, of No. 212 West One Hundred 
and Twenty-fifth-street, entered Rushton's drug 
store, in Sixth-avenue,on Thursday evening, to 
make some purchases. On turning to pay for the 
articles he had bought, he discovered that his 
purse, containing $3, which he alleged he had laid 
down on the counter of the store, was missing. 
Upon making known his loss, the proprietor of the 
store informed him that acolored servant in the 
employ of the Racket Club had left the place with 
a purse in his hand, Mr, 
vous individual, and upon 
formation he at once 
conclusion that the purse carried off was 
his property. Mastening to the Twenty-ninth 
Precinct Station-house, he reported the loss of his 
purse and detailed his suspicions as to its theft, 
and Policeman Ringler was sent to arrest the sus- 
pected colored seryant of the club, whose name is 
John Whitehurst. At the time of the officers arri- 
val Whitehurst was serving some of the members 
ofthe club. He expressed surprise at the arrest, 
but declared his willingness to accompany the of- 
ficer, at the same time requesting an opportunity 
to change his clothes. The officer declined to let 
his prisoner out of his sight, and followed him into 
an ante-room. In the meantime, several of the 
bonged members of the club were laugh- 
ng and joking over their servant’s arrest, 
and, carried away by a spirit of mischief, some of 
them locked the door of the room in which were 
the officer and his prisoner. As soon as Policeman 
Ringler heard the key turn In the lock he became 
greatly excited, and, throwing up a window, he 
shouted to Carlson, who was waiting below, to go 
to the station-house and report the condition of 
affairs. On being informed of the state of the case, 
Capt. Williams dispatched Roundsman Cowley and 
18 policemen to the club-house, and, on arriving 
there, the officers took James Aymar, Thomas Bach, 
and Willlam S. Alley into custody. The released 
Ringler and his prisoner, Whitehurst, also found 
their way to the station-house. Soon after the 
arrest a number of carriages drove up before the 
station-house, and there were a number of applica- 
tions to see the prisoners. Capt. Williams, how- 
ever, refused to allow them to be seen. Strenuous 
efforts were made by friends to find a Police Jus- 
tice, but in vain. When the prisoners were ar- 
raigned yesterday morning, before Justice Ford, in 
the Jefferson Market Police Court, they were 
amply represented by counsel, Elihu Root, Gilbert 
M. Speir, Jr., and Charies 8S. Spencer appearing for 
the defense. There not being the slightest evi- 
dence against the colored prisoner, hs was dis- 
charged. James Aymar and Thomas Bach were 
fined $10 each for interfering with Policeman 
Ringler while in the discharge of his duty. No 
evidence was forthcoming against William S. Alley, 
and the case against him was accordingly dis- 
missed.

FIRE IN A KAILROAD YARD. 
pain eae 
SEVENTEEN EMPTY FREIGHT CARS 
STROYED—LOss, $10,000. 

A fire took place last night in the yard of 
the Pennsylvania Railroad Company in the Hack- 
ensack meadow, between Newark and Jersey City, 
by which 17 empty freight cars were totally de- 
stroyed. The yard of the company at this place 
is one of the most extensive in the eountry, 
consisting of 17 tracks, three miles in length, 
all of which were well filled with loaded and 
empty cars when the fire occurred. About 8 
o'clock Peter Rielly and John Nicholson, employed 
as night watehmen, discovered flames issuing from 
the doors on both sides of a car on what is known 
as track 5, on the northern side of the 
main line, in the immediate vicinity of the repair 
shop. The men at once gave the alarm and ran to 
the shop for the fire hose, which after it had been 
procured was found to be too short to be of any 
great service. Train Dispatch Watts, at Jersey City, 
sent 10 of the engines in the Jersey City round- 
house to pull the uninjured cars out of danger. 
Word was sent to the American District Telegraph 
Company, who, by some misunderstanding, sent 
Hook and Ladder Company No.1 to the Jersey 
City depot. Chief of Fire "Department Farrier 
at once ordered Fire Engines Nos. 2 and 8 to the 
depot, where they found a special train in waiting 
to convey them to the fire, Engineer Edward Re- 
gan, with No. 949, made the run in a very few 
minutes, but found that Fngine No, 7%, 
from the Hill was already on the 
ground, and had the fire well in hand, 
In the meantime the flames had spread to the cars 
on track Nos. 3and 7 on each side of the track 
where the fire originated. The general theory is 
that the fire was started by a spark from a locomo- 
tive, although Car Inspector Samuel Thoinas states 
that the wind wasin a wrong direction to carry a 
spark from the main line to the fire, which he 


thinks was started by tramps. The loss will amount 
to about $10.000; fullv insured.
